Instructions for Internet Access 


How to Access BYU Web Registration 


You may access BYU Web registration from your own home if you have the Internet and have downloaded 
Netscape Communicator 7.0+ or Internet Explorer 5.5+. Both of these browsers are available for downloading on 
the World Wide Web. If you can't access the Web from home, you can use computers on the BYU campus. These 
are available at access point labs and kiosks in most buildings. You can also find computers connected to the Web 
at most public libraries. 


1. Log in to Route Y with your Net ID and password. This can be done from www.byu.edu or http://ry.edu.byu. 
(If you do not remember your Net ID, click the Route Y tab for instructions on how to proceed.) If you contin- 
ue to experience problems with your Net ID and password, please contact the Registration Office at (801) 
422-2824. Office hours are Monday through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


2. Once you have logged in, you will be on the Interchange page. Under the School column, select the AIM 
icon. When that page loads, select Registration and then Register for Classes. 


Registration Information and Procedures 
Are You Eligible to Register? 


You are eligible to register for winter semester 2006 if you registered for and completed regular day school classes 
during fall semester 2005, or if you have been issued a valid letter of admission for winter semester 2006 by the 
Admissions Office. 

Continuing BYU students can interrupt their studies for one semester (fall/winter) by submitting a Continuing 
Student Enrollment and Scholarship Deferment Application. Students wanting to serve an LDS mission can defer 
their admission status by submitting an LDS Mission Deferment Criteria Form. Both are available from the 
Admissions Office, A-183 ASB (801) 422-2507. Students who interrupt their studies for more than one semester 
(except missionaries) should contact the Admissions Office for the appropriate application materials. 

Continuing degree-seeking graduate students are eligible if they have fulfilled the minimum registration require- 
ments (6 hours per year) in the preceding academic year. 

Students who graduate from BYU lose their eligibility and will not be allowed to continue to attend classes 
unless they have been admitted to a graduate or non-degree-seeking graduate program.

How to Add Classes 


Use the Web registration system to add classes. For winter semester your beginning registration time is deter- 
mined according to your class standing or number of credit hours completed through summer term 2005. This 
“Priority Registration” begins with graduate students, then seniors, juniors, sophomores, continuing freshmen, and 
non-degree-seeking graduate students. Newly admitted freshmen will register in a separate priority. 

The registration system will be open to you from your beginning time, as indicated on the Registration Notice or 
on the Welcome page of Route Y, until midnight January 23. The registration system will not allow you to register 
before your assigned time.

During priority registration, if all sections of the course you want are full, and you must have this course this 
semester, use the raincheck option to be placed on the department list of students unable to enroll. Continue to 
monitor the course with the Web registration system in case students drop. A raincheck will not guarantee that 
you will be able to register for the class. 

You may add classes from your beginning priority registration day until January 23. During this time some 


classes may be added using the Web registration system. Other classes require an add card with the instructor’s 
Signature. 


Please be aware of the following when you are adding classes: 


Maximum Hours per Semester or Term 


Undergraduate students in good Standing may register for as many as 18 credit hours in one semester (9 per 
term) by following the regular registration process. The college advisement centers may authorize a student who 
has demonstrated superior academic ability to register for a maximum of 21 hours (11 per term). This approval is 
to be noted by the college advisement center on the add/drop card. Auditing classes, registering for a class without 
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receiving credit, or registering for Evening Classes constitutes a part of your total registration. Exception to the 
rules must be presented to: University Registrar, B-150 ASB, starting on the first day of instruction. 


Official Enrollment 


Students whose names are on the university class roll are officially registered. If your name is not on the class 
roll, you should contact the Registration Office, B-130 ASB, immediately. Instructors receive rolls of students in 
their classes the first day of classes. Other rolls, sent out during the second, third and eighth weeks, include the 
names of all students currently registered for that class. 


Auditing Classes 


Students desiring to audit classes (register for a class without receiving credit) can only do so on an add/drop card 
during the first ten class days (six days of a block). Students must obtain the instructor's approval on a signed 
add/drop card. It is not possible to register for an audit class on the Web registration system. You are charged the 
same tuition for auditing classes as for taking classes for credit. Classes taken on an audit basis will not appear on 
your official records, will not be considered in calculating enrollment verifications, and does not fulfill the minimum 
registration requirement for graduate degree-seeking students. Students who are registered for credit and wish to 
change to audit must first drop the class. The class may then be added for audit during the add period only (first 
ten days of a semester, six days of a term). 


Evening Classes and Salt Lake Center Classes 


Daytime students taking courses through Evening Classes or the Salt Lake Center may register for the courses at 
the same time they register for day school. Please note that the Salt Lake Center sections are taught in Salt Lake 
City at 3760 S. Highland Dr., Suite 200. 


Independent Study 


Independent Study can provide scheduling flexibility and the convenience of taking university courses away from 
campus. You may register for courses any time during the year and take up to a year to finish each course. Tuition 
is $123 per credit hour—this fee is not included in your regular BYU daytime tuition. Independent Study courses 
are indicated in the course list by the phrase “Offered by Independent Study.” Many courses are now available by 
Internet, and new courses are continually being added. For further information and a free catalog, contact the 
Independent Study Office, 206 HCEB, Provo, UT 84602-1514, (801) 422-2868, or http://elearn. byu.edu. 
NOTE: Unless you are a BYU student, Independent Study courses do not apply toward a BYU degree. Generally, 
Independent Study courses cannot be applied toward BYU graduate degrees. Contact Graduate Studies for more 
information (801) 422-4091. 


How to Drop Classes 


Winter classes can be dropped from your schedule using the Web registration system until midnight January 
23. (Drop cards will also be accepted January 9-23 at One Stop, WSC. They can be obtained from the 
Registration Office, One Stop, academic department, or CAC offices.) Note: A student can be registered for more 
than one section of an R-suffix course and therefore must drop each unwanted section. 

A W will be given for any class withdrawal January 24—February 13. You must fill out a drop card, pay a $10 
fee per class at Student Financial Services and submit the card to the Registration Office. A “W” is an official with- 
drawal and means you registered for a class and did not officially withdraw before the tenth day of the 
semester/sixth day of a block. It does not figure into your GPA. 

Withdrawal for nonacademic emergencies can be done February 14—April 5. Between these dates, if you 
encounter a nonacademic emergency, such as a serious accident or illness, which affects your performance in a 
class(es), you may petition to be withdrawn. It is the student's responsibility to obtain the necessary supporting 
information from the instructor, physician, employer, etc., to accompany the request. A committee will consider 
your request, which may or may not be approved. If you have experienced a nonacademic emergency, you may 
contact the Petitions Office, B-150 ASB (801) 422-6570, to discuss your options. 


Discontinuance (Withdrawing from All Classes for the Semester) 
What to do before classes begin (Until January 8) 


Once you register for classes, you are Officially enrolled and committed to attend. If you are not coming to school 
this semester, you must discontinue or drop your classes prior to the first day of school or they will remain on your 
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record and you will be charged tuition. Classes may be dropped using the Web registration system until midnight 
of the day before classes begin. 


What to do after classes begin (January 9-April 5) 


On the first day of classes and thereafter you will need to contact the Discontinuance Office in B-150 ASB or call 
(801) 422-7705. Tuition will be charged starting the first day of classes to the date of discontinuance at the per- 
centage rate listed in the Tuition and Fees section of this class schedule. 


Warning: Discontinuance from winter semester will forfeit your eligibility to attend future semesters without reap- 
plying through the Admissions Office. Continuing BYU students who interrupt their studies for one semester (fall or 
winter) only or who serve an LDS mission may request an admission deferment during their absence from the uni- 
versity. Call the Admissions Office, (801) 422-2507, for more information. Other students who interrupt their 
studies should contact the Admissions Office for the appropriate reapplication materials (see pages 8 and 22).

It is important that your mailing address be updated. This will help you receive university mailings in a timely 
manner. You can accomplish this by going to the BYU homepage (www. byu.edu), clicking on Route Y, then logging 
in and selecting Personal Information. The Registration Office, B-130 ASB, (801) 422-2824, will also be happy to 
help you with an address change. 


Registration for Faculty, Staff, Administrative Personnel, and Their Spouses 
(See University Personnel Tuition Policy in the University Electronic Handbook.) 


Eligibility 

Regular full-time faculty, staff, and administrative personnel may register for classes, up to a maximum of 6 credit 
hours per semester, and will not be required to pay tuition. During spring and summer terms, full-time personnel 
may take 3 credit hours per term or 4 in one and 2 in the other. This benefit is applicable to undergraduate and 
graduate tuition. To be eligible for tuition benefits during a given semester/term, individuals must be regular full- 
time personnel at the close of late registration for that semester/term. For their dependents to be eligible for tuition 
benefits, personnel must (a) be at least age thirty with one year of full-time service or (b) have completed five 
years of full-time service with the university. Eligible individuals must meet university admissions and registration 
requirements, Personnel or dependents enrolled through day school (registration eligibility. DC—day-continuing) 
who withdraw from a// classes in a semester/term are required to do so through the Discontinuance Office, B-150 
ASB. Part-time, adjunct, on-call, or temporary personnel and their dependents (spouse and children) are not 
eligible for tuition benefits. 


Daytime Classes 


Written approval is required for personnel taking classes during daytime hours (7:00 a.m.—5:00 p.m. and/or 7BA). 
This includes thesis hours and audited classes. The Request for Daytime Class Attendance form can be obtained 
at the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, or the Benefits Office Web site (www.byu.edu/hr/benefits/forms). Please register 
for classes before submitting your completed form to the Benefits Office. You are required to submit a separate 
form for each semester/term in which you take daytime classes. The tuition benefit will not be paid until the 
completed form is received and processed by the Benefits Office. 


Evening Classes 


Eligible personnel and spouses who wish to register for evening classes only, and whose registration eligibility is 
not DC—day-continuing, should contact the Evening Classes Office, 122 HCEB, (801) 422-2872. To receive the 
tuition benefit for evening classes, a completed Clearance to Register Form and current BYU ID must be presented 
to the Evening Classes Office. Personnel registering for evening classes (section type: evening) beginning before 
5:00 p.m. must also complete a Request for Daytime Class Attendance form (see Daytime Classes above) and 
submit it to the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, for the tuition benefit to be paid. Personnel and spouses withdrawing 
(discontinuing) from all courses in Evening Classes are required to do so through the Evening Classes Office. A 
$10 fee is charged to the individual for discontinuing after registration has been finalized. 


Audit 


Eligible personnel and spouses who on/y audit daytime and/or evening classes, and whose registration eligibility is 
not DC—day-continuing, should contact the Evening Classes Office, 122 HCEB, (801) 422-2872, for auditing 
procedures. Audited classes will not appear on official records; however, the credit hours listed with classes that 
are audited, as well as Conferences and Workshops courses, will count toward the semester/term credit-hour limits 
(see Eligibility above). Employees who audit classes during daytime hours (7:00 a.m-5:00 p.m. and/or TBA) must 
also complete a Request for Daytime Class Attendance form (see Daytime Classes above) and submit it to the 
Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, for the tuition benefit to be paid. Audited classes do not count toward the minimum 
required credits for financial aid and scholarships. 


Spouses 


There are no credit-hour limitations for eligible spouses. However, in the event a spouse is taking classes and is 
then hired full-time by the university, the individual's “personnel” status supersedes the “spouse” status, and the 
tuition benefits/limitations (see Eligibility above) are then administered accordingly. 


Tuition Taxation 


In some cases the IRS considers graduate tuition for spouses to be noncash taxable income. Each semester/term 
in which an eligible spouse is enrolled in a graduate degree-seeking program and is taking graduate classes, the 
employee is required to complete a Tuition Taxation Form for Spouses Taking Graduate Classes. The form can be 
obtained from the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, or the Benefits Office Web site (www.byu.edu/hr/benefits/forms). 

The tuition benefit will not be paid until the completed form is received and processed by the Benefits Office. 


Tuition and Fees 


One of the nation’s largest private universities, BYU is 
owned and operated by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. A significant portion of the cost of 
operating the university is paid from the tithes of the 
Church members. Because of this, members already 
have made a monetary contribution to the operation 
of the university. To equalize this cost, nonmembers 
are assessed higher tuition, a practice similar in prin- 
ciple to that of state universities charging higher 
tuition to nonresidents. This higher tuition still does 
not cover the total educational cost. 

Once students register for classes, they are official- 
ly enrolled and committed to attend. Registered stu- 
dents who decide not to attend must withdraw from 
classes prior to the first day of classes to avoid a tuition 
charge. Classes may be dropped using the Web regis- 
tration system (i.e., by dropping each class) until mid- 
night mountain time of the day before the first day of 
classes. Beginning the first day of classes and there- 
after, students will need to contact the Discontinuance 
Office (B-150 ASB, 801 422-7705). If classes are not 
dropped, they will remain on the student's records and 
the student will be charged tuition. Tuition will be 
charged from the first day of classes to the date of dis- 
continuance at the percentage rate listed under Tuition 
Refunds/Charges—Discontinuance. 

Tuition and class fees are due and payable begin- 
ning the second day of class and are considered late 
if not paid by the registration add deadline (tenth 
day of class for a semester, sixth day of class for a 
term). Students who fail to pay tuition by the regis- 
tration add deadline will be assessed a $90 late fee 
($45 for spring or summer term). Past financial 
delinquencies must be cleared before a new registra- 
tion may be commenced. Students who anticipate 
receiving financial aid will be held responsible to pay 
tuition charges before the registration add deadline 
whether or not financial aid is available or forfeited. 
Also, students receiving financial aid that is less than 
the tuition due must pay the difference by the regis- 
tration add deadline to avoid a late fee. 

Students will no longer receive a tuition billing 
statement by mail. A billing statement can be obtained 
by logging into Route Y and clicking on Tuition Billing 
and Payments and then Tuition Billing Statement. A 
reminder will be e-mailed to all students who are regis- 
tered for at least one class. Whether or not the student 
receives a reminder, it is the student’s responsibility to 
pay tuition by the registration add deadline to avoid a 
late tuition fee. 

Tuition payments: Students are held responsible 
to pay the correct amount of tuition, fees, and past 
due balances in U.S. dollars (checks must be drawn 
on a U.S. bank). Tuition may be paid over the Web, 
by mail, in person, or by touch-tone telephone. 
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Web—Online credit card payments are made by log- 
ging into Route Y and selecting the Tuition Billing 
and Payments link. 

Mail—Check or money order payments may be 
mailed to Student Financial Services, D-148 ASB, 
Provo, UT 84602. Do not mail cash. Check or 
money order payments may also be dropped in the 
drop-boxes in One Stop Student Services in the 
Wilkinson Center or Student Financial Services, 
D-148 ASB. 

Person—Between the first day of class and the 
registration add deadline (tenth day of class for a 
semester, or sixth day of class for a term), pay- 
ments may be made at One Stop Student Services 
in the Wilkinson Student Center. At all other times, 
payments may be made at Student Financial 
Services, D-148 ASB. Tuition may be paid using 
cash, check, money order, or credit card. 

Telephone—Credit/Debit card payments may be made 
by calling (801) 422-4104. 

Important notice: If you fail to meet the tuition 
(registration add) deadline, you will be assessed a 
late fee ($90 per semester, $45 per term). You will 
be assessed a late tuition fee if you pay less than 
full-time tuition by the deadline and are then 
enrolled or later become enrolled for more than 11.5 
credit hours per semester (or 5.5 credit hours per 
term). Students whose tuition check is dishonored 
by the bank will be charged the late fee in effect at 
the time the check is redeemed. 

The charge for noncredit courses or for audited 
courses is the same as for credit courses. Noncredit 
courses taken by part-time students will be assessed 
on the basis of hours involved in lecture classes. For 
example, 3 hours of lecture a week are considered 
3 semester hours and are charged for accordingly. 
Therefore, students taking 10 credit hours during a 
semester (or 4 credit hours during a term) plus a non- 
credit class involving 2 or more lecture hours per 
week, would be considered full-time students for 
tuition assessment. However, noncredit courses do 
not count for federal Pell Grant, federal Stafford Loan, 
or scholarship eligibility. For courses in which no lec- 
ture hours are involved—for example, dissertations 
and theses—tuition and fees are charged based on 
hours being carried during the semester, as deter- 
mined by the supervising professor. 

Graduate students (for tuition assessment) are 
those who have received their first bachelor’s degree, 
or will have received it by the beginning of the semes- 
ter for which they are registering, and are not stu- 
dents of the Law School or the Graduate School of 
Management. Please be aware that tuition bills may 
be processed before graduate status is updated. 
Graduate students are responsible to pay graduate 
tuition regardless of the status declared on their 
tuition bill. 


Full-time status (for tuition assessment) for all 
undergraduate students is registration for 12 or more 
credit hours per semester or 6 or more credit hours 
per term. For graduate students, full-time status is 
registration for 8.5 or more credit hours per semester 
or 4.5 or more credit hours per term. 

Three-quarter-time status (for tuition assessment) 
for undergraduate students is registration for 9 to 
11.5 credit hours per semester or 4.5 to 5.5 credit 
hours per term. Enrollment as a three-quarter-time 
student does not entitle the student to physical edu- 
cation suit and facility privileges. 

Part-time status (for tuition assessment) for all 
undergraduate students is registration for 0.5 to 8.5 
credit hours per semester or 0.5 to 4 credit hours per 
term. Enrollment as a part-time undergraduate stu- 
dent does not entitle the student to health insurance, 
student activity privileges, or physical education suit 
and facility privileges. 

The university reserves the right to change these 
figures without notice. Questions regarding fee assess- 
ment should be referred to Student Financial Services.

Tuition will be assessed per half-credit hour. Minimum 
tuition charged will be $88. The charge for noncredit 
courses or for auditing courses is the same as when 
taking them for credit. 


Late Tuition Fee 
Beginning January 24 .................. $90 


Tuition and class fees are due and payable beginning 
the second day of class (January 10, 2006). A late 
tuition fee will be assessed to all students who fail to 
pay tuition by the registration add/drop deadline 
(January 23, 2006). The late fee will also be 
assessed to students who pay less than full-time 


tuition by the January 23 deadline and are then or 
later become registered full time. 

Any student whose tuition check is not honored by 
the bank will be charged the late tuition fee. 


Tuition Adjustments— 
Change in Credit Hours 


After the semester begins, a part-time student who 
increases the number of credit hours and remains a 
part-time student must pay for these additional hours 
by the last day to add classes. If this is not done, a 
late fee will be assessed. A change to three-fourths or 
full-time status requires that additional tuition be paid 
by January 23 to avoid paying the late fee. 

A full-time student dropping to part time or a part- 
time student who decreases credit hours may be enti- 
tled to a tuition refund. A refund request must be ini- 
tiated by the student through the Financial Services 
Office, D-155 ASB. A full refund of the difference 
between full-time assessment and part-time assess- 
ment will be allowed through January 23. Refunds 
for courses dropped after that date will be subject to 
the refund schedule listed under Tuition Refunds/ 
Charges—Discontinuance. 


Tuition Refunds/Charges—Discontinuance 


Both full-time and part-time students who discontinue 
school will be charged tuition from the first day of 
classes until the date of discontinuance. A refund is 
based on the date they report their discontinuance to 
the Discontinuance Office, B-150 ASB, telephone 
(801) 422-7705. The following rates apply:

A refund due because of discontinuance from 
school will be processed approximately two weeks 
from the date of discontinuance. Refunds due to stu- 
dents who have a Federal Pell Grant and/or Federal 
Stafford/PLUS Loan will be returned to the lending 
agency and/or the Pell Grant Program. Contact 
Student Financial Services, D-155 ASB, (801) 422- 
4104, for specific information. 

A petition for exception to the refund schedule 
will be considered for students forced to discontinue 
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because of circumstances that are beyond their 
control. These circumstances include death in the 
immediate family, life-threatening situations, medical 
incapacitation, a university error, military leave, etc. 
Students should not submit petitions based on igno- 
rance of university policies and procedures. These will 
be denied. Petition forms are in D-148 ASB.

Out-of-State Plates 

Faculty and staff employees with out-of-state plates 
must license their vehicles with the state of Utah and 
Clear them for tax payment before they can receive 
their parking permits. 


Bicycles 

Bicycles must be licensed within Utah County. Provo 
City licenses cost $1 at the Parking and Traffic 
Services Building or at the Provo Police Department. 
Bicyclists must: 


1. Always park bicycles in racks. 

2. Never ride on sidewalks during class breaks. 
3. Yield to pedestrians. 

4. Obey all traffic rules. 


Bicycles not parked in racks will be impounded. BYU 
will not be responsible for cut locks, chains, or cables. 
Cutting locks, chains, or cables is authorized only 

when uniformed police or traffic personnel are present. 


Other Regulations and Information 
Replacement permits will only be issued when the 
current valid permit is returned, regardless of car acci- 
dent, windshield replacement, or selling of vehicle. 
Neighborhoods adjoining campus are sometimes 
inundated with parked vehicles. Students are encour- 
aged to obtain BYU parking permits and to park in 
university parking lots authorized by the permit. 
Traffic regulation information may be obtained 
from Parking and Traffic Services. It is the responsibil- 
ity of all students, faculty, and staff members to obey 
all traffic rules and regulations.

Health Insurance Requirement 


BYU requires all three-quarter- and full-time students 
(9 credit hours or more for a semester; 4.5 credit hours 
for a term, including Salt Lake Center hours) to carry 
adequate medical insurance. This applies through the 
academic year, including students taking a semester 

or term off. All participants in groups on tour, Study 

Abroad, or internships are also required to carry 

adequate medical insurance. 

Enrollment in the BYU Student Health Plan satisfies 
the university's insurance requirement, as does enroll- 
ment in a group medical plan provided by an employer 
or a spouse's or parent's employer. We recommend 
that any private medical insurance plan should: 

* provide at least 70 percent coverage for all major 
medical expenses, including physician, hospital, and 
ancillary services; 

¢ have an individual annual deductible of no more 
than $500; and 

¢ have an annual plan limit of no less than $25,000. 
Three-quarter- or full-time students must enroll in 

the BYU Student Health Plan or provide verification of 

other adequate insurance coverage when first enrolling 
at BYU and prior to the beginning of fall semester each 
year thereafter. Students who do not provide proof of 
private insurance via the Web to the BYU Health Plan 

Office will be automatically enrolled in and assessed 

the appropriate premium (single or married student 

rate) for the BYU Student Health Plan. The health plan 
premium will be charged to the student's account; 
payment is due by the tuition payment deadline each 
semester and term. 

As an accommodation for disability, and with 
approval from the Office of Services for Students with 
Disabilities, a student may be eligible for the Student 
Health Plan with fewer than 9 semester hours or 4.5 
term hours. 


Debt Collection Fees 


Students’ past-due debts are referred to Student 
Financial Services for collection, and a reasonable 
collection fee is added to the student's account. If 
BYU is unable to collect the debt within a reasonable 
time, the debt may be referred to an outside collec- 
tion agency and/or attorney for collection. All collec- 
tion costs, including BYU’s collection fee and any 
collection agency fees and/or attorney fees and court 
costs, will be added to the student’s debt and must 
be paid in full before the university will release the 
financial hold on the student's transcript, allow the 
student to register, or consider the student for 
readmission. Also, the student's eligibility for grad- 
uating and participating in graduation ceremonies 
and/or having their diploma released may be delayed 
or denied. 


Introduction to the 
Undergraduate Degree 


There are three formal components to the baccalaure- 
ate at Brigham Young University: religious education, 
general education, and education in a major. Of 
these, the first two constitute the university core. In 
accordance with The Aims of a BYU Education, each 
of the three components complements the others. 
They are not partitioned off from one another; none 
claims preeminence; together they comprise a whole, 
a harmony. 

The relationship between the university core and 
the major will vary in any given year according to the 
competing demands upon the student's attention. 
However, students should strive to develop their pro- 
grams in such a way that a lively interrelationship 
between the university core and the major, in which 
each nourishes and informs the other, is pursued over 
the entire undergraduate experience. For a fuller 
description of each of these components—their 
underlying philosophy, objectives, and details—please 
see the University Core and Major sections of the 
current BYU Undergraduate Catalog 
(http://ar. byu.edu/catalog/ugrad_catalog. htm). 


University Core: Religious Education 


Religious Education administers and offers courses in 
ancient and modern scripture, Church history and 
doctrine, and related subjects. Religion courses—both 
Doctrinal Foundation and Religion Electives—are pro- 
vided so that students may progress in their religious 
understanding and convictions simultaneously with 
their educational progress in secular fields. As such, 
religion courses are not meant to be a mere devotion- 
al supplement, but an integral part of the university 
curriculum that parallels university standards and 
expectations. As a result, no more than 4 hours of 
religion credit per semester may be counted toward 
the religion hours at BYU requirement. For this pur- 
pose, spring and summer terms combined equal a 
single semester. 

BYU students are expected to complete 14 hours 
of religion courses at the BYU campus. All students 
must complete the Doctrinal Foundation requirement 
of the university core as follows: Book of Mormon 
(RelA 121/H and 122/H), New Testament (RelA 
211/H or 212/H, or a Jerusalem Center course: 

RelA 111, 200, 310, or 311), and Doctrine and 
Covenants (RelC 324/H or 325/H). In addition to 
the Doctrinal Foundation requirement, students must 
complete 6 elective hours of religion courses at the 
BYU campus. 

Religion courses taken from LDS institutes of reli- 
gion (including stake institute) or Church Educational 
System schools (BYU-Idaho or BYU-Hawaii) will not 
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fulfill the “religion courses taken at BYU” require- 
ment. Only religion hours taken at the BYU campus 
(Provo or Salt Lake Center) will fulfill this require- 
ment, 

All returned missionaries taking the Book of 
Mormon (RelA 121 or 122) must enroll in sections 
designated for returned missionaries. 

Students who are not LDS are strongly encouraged 
to enroll in RelC 100, Introduction to Mormonism, 
during their first semester in residence. RelC 100 
may be used to fill either the New Testament or 
Doctrine and Covenants requirement. 


Transfer Credit

University Core: General Education 


General education joins with religious education to 
make university education different from specialized 
vocational training. It builds a foundation for intellec- 
tual development; it increases our understanding of 
civilization—of humankind’s most valuable knowledge 
and achievements in the arts, letters, and sciences. 
General education teaches us the importance of criti- 
cal thinking, an awareness of the past, aesthetic sen- 
sibility, and moral judgment. These, together with the 
training provided in verbal and quantitative skills, in 
manipulating symbolic systems, help prepare us for a 
lifetime of learning, effective communication, respon- 
sible action, forming and judging arguments, and 
appreciating and creating the good and the beautiful. 
Modifications in general education, effective fall 
2004, have been made in an effort to achieve closer 
alignment with the Aims of a BYU Education and to 
assure that each student develops valuable skills and 
breadth in fundamental areas of human knowledge. 
All students who receive undergraduate degrees from 
BYU are required to complete the new GE require- 
ments as outlined below, except those students who 
have taken classes at BYU before fall semester 2004. 
These latter students may complete either the new 
university core program or the previous GE program 
and religion requirements. Information on the previ- 
ous GE program can be obtained in the college 
advisement centers. Students completing require- 
ments under the previous GE program must do so 
before fall semester 2008. For details on completing 
the previous GE program, see the GE Summary table 
in the winter 2004 class schedule or 
http://saas. byu.edu/depts/registration/univ_core.aspx. 


Selection and Timing of GE Classes 


Each GE requirement is completed by taking one 
course or a combination of courses chosen from the 
approved list in the table below. Single-course options 
are most often designed for students whose major is 
topically distant from the requirement. On the other 
hand, combination-of-course options are often 
designed for majors related to the requirement and 
may include courses a student might take to satisfy a 
major or minor requirement. Students should carefully 
consider which option best meets their educational 
needs, Students are urged to consult their college 
advisement center when planning their classes. 
Occasionally it is possible to complete more than 
one GE requirement with a single course. For exam- 
ple, Civilization 202 courses are typically labeled 
either “ARTS” for arts-focused, “LTRS” for letters- 
focused, or “GCA” for global and cultural awareness— 
focused. A Civilization 202 (ARTS) course can be 
used to complete both the Civilization 2 requirement 
and the Arts requirement; a Civilization 202 (LTRS) 


course can be used to complete both the Civilization 
2 requirement and the Letters requirement; and a 
Civilization 202 (GCA) course can be used to com- 
plete both the Civilization 2 requirement and the 
Global and Cultural Awareness requirement. Students 
are encouraged to use such “double-counting” spar- 
ingly—the more GE courses a student takes, the 
greater the breadth and value of the overall educa- 
tional experience. 

Not all courses listed in the table are appropriate 
for all students. For instance, some have prerequi- 
sites, some are upper-division courses, and some are 
designed primarily for certain majors. These courses 
are labeled in the university core table as either “has 
prerequisite” or “not for all students.” Students should 
avoid registering for courses for which they are not 
academically prepared and should consult with the 
class instructor if they are unsure. 

To gain approval to meet a GE requirement, a 
course is subjected to a rigorous evaluation. Such 
approval is not granted lightly, and students should 
ensure that the courses they select are, in fact, 
approved for GE credit. This information is updated 
each semester/term and published in the current 
class schedule. 

All new students should complete First-Year 
Writing and the two Book of Mormon classes during 
their freshman year. First-Year Writing may be taken 
in either semester of the first year. Students with an 
ACT math subscore below 22 also need to fill the 
Quantitative Reasoning requirement in their first year. 
It is likewise recommended that a// new students 
begin work in the Mathematics or Foreign Language 
options under Languages of Learning. 

Students planning to satisfy the Scientific 
Principles and Reasoning requirements in Biological 
or Physical Science with the one-course options (e.g., 
Biol 100, PhyS 100) should also complete these, 
along with American Heritage, during their first two 
years, making some progress on them during their 
first year. Civilization courses are designed as sopho- 
more-level courses, although some programs include 
them during the freshman year. Advice as to when to 
complete the other GE requirements can be obtained 
at college advisement centers or department offices. 


University Core and the Honors Program 


The Honors Program offers a number of courses that 
satisfy both university core and Honors requirements. 
These courses provide a deeper, more intense expo- 
sure to the subject matter for the student who is 
interested in a challenging experience. Departmental 
courses taught in both non-Honors and Honors sec- 
tions are designated “/H” in the table of courses 
below. Courses offered by the Honors program are 
designated Honrs. Additional information concerning 
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honors courses may be obtained from the Honors 
Advisement Center, 102-A MSRB, (801) 422-5497, 
or by consulting the “University Honors Program 
Course Guide.” 


Ways to Complete GE Requirements 
Other Than by Course Work 


In addition to taking approved courses, students may 
satisfy individual GE requirements within the universi- 
ty core by: (1) transferring acceptable credit from 
other academic institutions; (2) receiving credit from 
Advanced Placement (AP) and International 
Baccalaureate (IB) examinations; or (3) passing 
exemption or challenge examinations offered for some 
classes at the university. 


Transfer Credit 


The application of transfer credit to GE requirements 
is handled by the Admissions Office, A-183 ASB, 
(801) 422-2500. Articulation agreements have been 
reached with several junior and community colleges 
to facilitate the transfer process for students who 
have completed certain associate degrees. Contact 
the Admissions Office for up-to-date information 
regarding the status of those agreements with other 
institutions. 


Advanced Placement and International 
Baccalaureate Credit 


The results of some Advanced Placement (AP) and 
International Baccalaureate (IB) exams may be used 
to waive certain GE requirements and to obtain gener- 
al university credit. AP or IB credit posted to a trans- 
fer institution will be evaluated based on BYU’s stan- 
dards rather than those of the transfer institution. 
Contact the Advisement Support Office, B-238 ASB, 
(801) 422-3641, for details regarding credit hours 
and exemption from GE requirements for both AP and 
IB exams. 


Note: College Level Examination Program—BYU 
stopped giving credit for general exams in 2000. At 
this time, BYU does not give credit for subject exams 
either. CLEP credit posted to another institution's 
transcript is reevaluated based on BYU's standards. 


Exemption and Challenge Examinations 


Some requirements can be accomplished by success- 
fully completing an examination. Two types of exami- 
nations are available: the exemption exam and the 
challenge exam. The primary difference between an 
exemption exam and a challenge exam is that an 
exemption exam is used exclusively to fulfill a general 
education requirement. No academic credit or letter 
grade is posted to the transcript. The challenge exam, 
however, is not restricted to GE courses, and academ- 
ic credit and a letter grade may be posted to the tran- 
script if the student so chooses. A student may take 


an exemption or challenge exam for a single course 
only once during each semester or term. Students do 
not have to be enrolled in a course to take an exemp- 
tion or challenge exam. However, some of the exams 
are given early enough each semester/term so that 
students who are enrolled and pass the exam may 
drop the course. Students not enrolled in a course 
have an opportunity to take the challenge or exemp- 
tion exams offered at the Testing Center. Please con- 
sult the table on page 11 for specific exam dates. 


Exemption Exams: No Credit or Grade 

Exemption exams are offered for select general educa- 
tion courses only. Although passing an exam com- 
pletes the GE requirement, it does not earn academic 
credit or a letter grade and does not appear on the 
transcript. Exemption exams are given in the Testing 
Center on the dates shown on the table that follows. 
A fee payable at the Testing Center is required for the 
exams. A passing score on an exemption exam is 
reflected on the progress report as fulfilling the 
requirement. However, no academic credit will be 
posted on the transcript of grades. The procedure to 
take an exam and request exemption from a course 
follows. 


Challenge Exams: Graded Credit 

A challenge exam may or may not be offered for a 
course at the discretion of the department. Passing a 
challenge exam earns credit and a letter grade for the 
course, which appears on the transcript if the student 
elects to accept the grade. Challenge exams are not 
restricted to general education courses. Some chal- 
lenge exams are offered in the Testing Center, and 
others are arranged through the department offering 
the course. Departments reserve the right to decide 
which courses may be challenged by examination. A 
fee payable at the Testing Center is charged for exams 
offered in the Testing Center. A fee payable at Student 
Financial Services, D-155 ASB, is required for exams 
that are offered through individual departments. 
Check with the department to see if the exam is 
offered in the department or in the Testing Center. 
To earn academic credit and a letter grade for the 
course, the student must submit a Challenge 
Examination Form, provided by the Testing Center or 
the department, to the Records Office, B-150 ASB. 
No additional fees are charged to post credits to the 
transcript. The student’s transcript and grade-point 
average reflect the grade earned on the exam. The 
procedure to take exams and request academic credit 
follows. 


Procedure for Exemption and Challenge Exams Given

4. If you are enrolled in the course when you 
pass its exemption exam, you must also 
complete an Add/Drop Card and drop the 
course. Students who drop the class after 
the add deadline (ten class days after a 
semester starts or six class days after a 
term starts) will receive a W on their 
transcript for dropping the course, and 
their progress report will reflect fulfillment 
of the GE requirement. If the exempted 
course is not officially dropped before the 
drop deadline, the grade given by the 
instructor based on class performance will 
appear on the transcript of grades.

Note: If you pass an exemption exam at the Testing 
Center, your progress report will be updated automati- 
cally at the end of the semester. Please retain your 
score report for your records. 


B. Procedure for Challenge Exams Given at the 
Testing Center 

1. Contact the appropriate academic depart- 
ment for exam procedure and content 
before going to the Testing Center. 

2. Go to the Testing Center (265 HGB) on one 
of the examination dates listed on page 11. 

3. Pay the required fee at the Testing Center. 

4. After the exam is graded, if you choose to 
receive graded credit, obtain a Challenge 
Examination Form at the Testing Center 
and have it validated there. To accept the 
grade and receive credit for the course, 
you must sign the Challenge Examination 
Form and obtain the signature of the 
examiner (at the Testing Center). The 
Testing Center sends the form to the 
Records Office, B-150 ASB, within one 
month from the date the exam is taken. 
Graded credit will be added to your official 
university transcript, and the progress 
report will show any GE requirement as 
fulfilled. (Students taking the Physical 
Science exam may take the grade or an 
exemption if their score is 75 percent or 
above. If their score is between 60 and 74 
percent, then they may receive graded 
credit.) 
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5. If you are enrolled in the course when you 
pass its challenge exam, you must also 
complete an Add/Drop Card and drop the 
course. Students who drop the class after 
the add deadline (ten class days after a 
semester starts or six class days after a 
term starts) will receive a W on their tran- 
script for dropping the course, and their 
progress report will reflect fulfillment of 
any GE requirement. If the course is not 
officially dropped before the drop dead- 
line, the grade given by the instructor 
based on class performance will appear on 
the transcript of grades. 


Procedure for Challenge Examinations Not Given at 
the Testing Center 
A. Whether or not you are enrolled in the course 
you are challenging: 

1. Complete the Challenge Examination Form 
available from the department. 

2. Arrange with the department to take the 
exam. 

3. Pay the required testing fee at Student 
Financial Services, D-155 ASB, and have 
the form validated there ($20 fee per 
course except for the language exams). 

4. Present the validated form to the depart- 
ment examiner. 

5. Have the grade and credit recorded on 
the form by the examiner and obtain the 
necessary departmental signatures. 

6. The department will submit the completed 
form to the Records Office, B-150 ASB, 
within one month from the date the exam 
is taken. 


B. If you are enrolled in the course when you pass 
its challenge exam, you must also complete an 
Add/Drop Card and drop the course. Students 
who drop the class after the drop deadline (ten 
class days after a semester starts or six class 
days after a term starts) will receive a W on 
their transcript for dropping the course, and 
their progress report will reflect fulfillment of the 
GE requirement. If the course is not officially 
dropped, the grade given by the instructor 
based on class performance will appear on the 
transcript of grades.

How Do You Get Help with Specific 
Questions Concerning General Education? 


The essential information concerning general educa- 
tion is found in the current BYU Undergraduate 
Catalog. Additional, late-breaking information, plus 
advice about general education requirements can be 
obtained from your college advisement center. The 
eleven college advisement centers, together with the 
University Advisement Center, 2500 WSC, provide 
assistance with registration, graduation requirements, 
policies and procedures, fields of study, changes of 
major, and many other aspects of academic life. 

Computer terminals are available in the advise- 
ment centers and at other locations on campus to 
provide you with an up-to-date report of your aca- 
demic status. To assess your Advisement by 
Computer (ABC) Report, log into Route Y, select the 
AIM icon, then select the ABC Report link. This will 
generate a personalized report that includes a list of 
GE requirements you have completed. 


Major Education 


Brigham Young University students are expected to 
develop competence in at least one area of concentra- 
tion. Such competence is acquired through in-depth 
study in an area referred to as the major. Through the 
major requirements students encounter a rigorous, 
coherent, and progressively more sophisticated pro- 
gram of study. Such study is intrinsically valuable, 
and it prepares students to enter the world of work or 
to pursue further study. By the time they graduate, 
students should have a grasp of their discipline’s 
essential knowledge and skills and thus be able to 
compete in and contribute to the larger world outside 
the university. 

BYU offers approximately 150 undergraduate 
major programs. Most of these programs are centered 
in the more than 50 academic departments, but sev- 
eral interdisciplinary programs are also available. The 
complete list of these degrees is given in the BYU 
Undergraduate Catalog under the heading Alpha- 
betical List of Undergraduate Majors at BYU. Of the 
120 credit hours required as a minimum for the 
baccalaureate degree, the major program typically 
comprises between 40 and 60 credit hours, although 
some exceed 60 credit hours. Requirements for major 
programs are detailed under specific departments in 
the catalog. 

Students need not feel undue pressure to declare a 
major immediately upon entering the university, and 
they may wish to enroll in general education courses 
that can introduce them to possible areas for major 
study. However, some majors, including those in the 
natural sciences, engineering, music, and visual arts, 
are tightly structured. Efficient graduation from these 


programs requires students to undertake degree 
requirements during the first semester of their fresh- 
man year. Students who are considering these pro- 
grams are encouraged to begin them as soon as pos- 
sible. The academic departments and college advise- 
ment centers can provide advice about particular 
degree requirements and selecting a major.

GE credit, the paper and cover memo from the faculty member should then be submitted to the 
Office of General Education, 350 MSRB, for GE clearance.

Honors Program 


Participation in Honors 


The Honors Program provides an unusually rich and 
challenging experience for capable and motivated 
undergraduate students. Its purpose is to assist stu- 
dents as they establish lifelong patterns of learning 
and appreciation of the world’s great treasures of 
knowledge. An honors education is not merely a more 
intensive general education or a more strenuous pro- 
gram in a major. Rather, it provides students with the 
advantages of an enriched education in a small-class 
setting with excellent professors, while utilizing all of 
the advantages of a large university. Students who 
pursue an honors education at Brigham Young 
University take honors courses that meet university 
core requirements and participate in an intensive hon- 
ors thesis experience in their major. 

To graduate from BYU, students must meet not 
only the requirements of a major department but also 
the university core requirements in general education 
and religion. Most students complete the nonmajor 
requirements through courses in the general university 
curriculum, Because all students must complete core 
requirements, some required classes have high enroll- 
ments, and there is little opportunity for students to 
interact with the professors. The Honors Program 
invites capable and motivated students to satisfy uni- 
versity core requirements through honors as alterna- 
tives to the standard general and religious education 
programs. Honors courses have small enrollments 
(usually fewer than 30 students per class) and are 
focused on class discussion and writing. 

University Honors is a distinction awarded to all 
graduates of BYU who have met the honors require- 
ments as described below. This prestigious designa- 
tion is recorded on the university diploma, on the offi- 
cial transcript of grades, and in the graduation pro- 
gram. It is widely recognized as an indication of 
exceptional academic achievement. 

Although it is hoped that students will choose to 
complete all of the requirements for the University 
Honors designation, those who do not intend to do so 
are welcome to participate in the Honors Program to 
whatever extent they choose. All students are invited 
to consider honors as a way to achieve the quality 
academic experiences they seek. Students may 
register for honors courses at any time during their 
undergraduate years without necessarily intending to 
complete all the honors graduation requirements. 

Honors education is open to all students who 
choose to participate; there is no formal membership 
in the Honors Program. Students who intend to grad- 
uate with University Honors should complete a com- 
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mitment form that may be obtained from the Honors 
Advisement Center in 102A Maeser Building (MSRB). 


Facilities and Opportunities Available to 
Honors Students 


The Honors Program is housed in the historic Maeser 
Building on the southwest part of campus. This quiet 
corner of campus is surrounded by beautiful grounds 
and wooded areas. The building is named after Karl 
G. Maeser, the first principal of Brigham Young 
Academy (the school that later became Brigham 
Young University). A bronze statue of Karl G. Maeser 
stands at the building's east entrance. The Maeser 
Building was constructed in 1911 and is the oldest 
building on the current campus. Its marble halls are 
richly decorated with oak and brass trim. The build- 
ing was restored in 1985 with modern electrical and 
ventilation systems but retains its historic architecture 
and decoration. 

Facilities for honors students in the Maeser 
Building include the Honors Reading Room in 150 
MSRB, with study tables and a small library of refer- 
ence works and classics; the Honors Student Lounge 
in 102 MSRB, where students can meet for informal 
discussions; an art gallery in the lower-floor hall; the 
Honors Advisement Center in 102A MSRB, where 
students receive counseling about their honors educa- 
tion; and the Martha Jane Knowlton Coray Lecture 
Hall in 321 MSRB, where classes, lectures, and 
musical concerts are held. 

Students who have committed to graduate with 
University Honors and are active participants in the 
Honors Program are eligible for reduced-rate or free 
admission to selected musical and theatrical perform- 
ances, some of which may include visiting performers 
of international renown. They also have priority regis- 
tration privileges for honors courses. The Honors 
Program sponsors lectures, concerts, symposia, and 
socials. The students can also participate in intercam- 
pus events with honors students from other universi- 
ties and colleges. Each week, on Thursdays at 11:00 
a.m. during fall and winter semesters, the Honors 
Program sponsors honors lectures featuring a religious 
or academic presentation by a professor or member of 
the community. Students are also invited to partici- 
pate in the Honors Student Advisory Council, a group 
of student representatives who assist in policy devel- 
opment, social activities, and academic functions of 
the Honors Program. 


Who Should Participate in Honors 


The characteristics that best define honors students 
are motivation and a strong desire to obtain the most 
from the educational experience that BYU has to 
offer. Honors students seek breadth in their education 
by taking honors courses outside their majors. They 


excel within their majors by learning how to conduct 
research and scholarly work within their chosen 
fields. They usually tend to work harder and spend 
more time on their course work than other students, 
not because their courses are more difficult but 
because they take courses that interest them. They 
attend concerts, plays, films, lectures, and art exhibi- 
tions, and they participate in informal discussions 
with their professors and fellow students. Because 
many of their classes are small and discussion- 
oriented, they are personally acquainted with their 
professors. They become well-rounded, literate, and 
humane scholars whose faith in the restored gospel is 
strong. Their thirst for knowledge lasts a lifetime. 
They are not necessarily those with the highest grade 
point averages or the highest standardized test 
scores, nor do all honors students have scholarships. 


Approximately 30 percent of the BYU student body 
participates in honors, and students benefit thereby 
from an enriched education. The Honors Program 
invites all BYU students who seek an enhanced edu- 
cational experience to take advantage of the many 
opportunities offered by the Honors Program. 


Overview of Requirements for Graduation 
with University Honors

5. Complete the honors service requirement. 

6. Complete the honors thesis requirement. 

7. Graduate with a cumulative grade point average of 
at least 3.5. 

8. Submit a graduation portfolio that summarizes the 
student’s honors experiences. 


The requirements for graduation with University 
Honors complements both major and core education. 
The honors curriculum, Great Works, and Advanced 
Languages requirements enhance the university core 
components; the honors thesis requirement enhances 
the major education component.

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. Academic standing is based on a minimum of 6 credit hours. Students enrolled for fewer than 6 credit hours in a semester 


or term have their credits combined with their next enrollment(s) until 6 credits of graded hours are accumulated, at which point the academic standing is calculated. The following outline shows the conditions and expectations 
according to the student’s academic standing.

Students with less than a 2.0 BYU cumulative GPA must submit the Faculty Mentor Support Form. Note: The 
Faculty Mentor Support Form only removes the registration block; it does not change the standing. 


Student is blocked from registrations beyond the subsequent semester/term until the student either submits a 
complete Faculty Mentor Support Form to the Academic Support Office by the appropriate deadline or the stu- 
dent earns at least a 2.0 GPA for the subsequent enrollment and has at least a 2.0 BYU cumulative GPA. 
Students with less than a 2.0 BYU cumulative GPA must submit the Faculty Mentor Support Form. Students 
on Probation who earn less than a 2.0 GPA for a semester or term are suspended, Note: The Faculty Mentor 
Support Form only removes the registration block; it does not change the standing. 


Note: If a student is receiving university or federal financial aid, the student must also contact the Financial 
Aid Office, A-41 ASB, (801) 422-4104. Students on Probation are usually not eligible for financial aid. 


1. A student who is academically suspended from BYU will be dropped from all enrollment in day, evening, or 
extension classes (except Independent Study). 

2. A suspended student is denied enrollment in BYU day, evening, or extension classes (except Independent 
Study) for a minimum of twelve months. After twelve or more months out of BYU, the student may apply 
for readmission. If the student completes any college-level work while on Suspension, the student must 
receive an overall GPA of 3.0 or higher to be allowed readmission to BYU. The student should contact the 
Admissions Office, A-153 ASB, (801) 422-2507, for details and pertinent information about deadlines for 
consideration and expectations upon readmission. 

3. A student with extenuating circumstances who has appropriate support and justification may appeal the 
twelve-month period out of BYU through the Academic Standards Committee. The student should contact 
the Academic Support Office for assistance. No other appeals will be considered. 


A student who is academically dismissed may not enroll in day, evening, or extension classes (except 
Independent Study). After three years a student is automatically eligible to enroll in evening or extension class- 
es. A student may seek an exemption to be readmitted as a degree-seeking student after two years by petition- 
ing the Academic Standards Committee. 


Graduate Studies 


Brigham Young University offers doctoral and mas- 
ter’s degrees in a broad range of fields, as well as 
professional degrees in law and management. The 
doctoral degree requires you to demonstrate an 
impressive scholarly competence, which includes the 
ability to conduct and report significant research in a 
highly effective way. Advanced systematic study in a 
discipline is also essential, and it is followed by com- 
prehensive examinations that require you to integrate 
and understand the collective knowledge of your dis- 
cipline. An impeccably written dissertation resulting 
from independent research is scrutinized and tested 
in a concluding oral examination. The master’s degree 
also requires advanced course work, demonstrated 
mastery in vital aspects of a discipline, skill in 
research methodology and theory, and preparation for 
future creative work. Nearly all nonprofessional mas- 
ter's programs at Brigham Young University require 
integrating examinations and a major culminating 
piece of written work—usually a thesis, sometimes a 
project—and an oral examination on that work, 
Professional programs also demand high-level per- 
formance of students, blending scholarly insight with 
technical knowledge and skill. 


Admission to Graduate Study 


Application to graduate study is made through 
Graduate Studies, B-356 ASB, PO Box 21339. 
Applications can be submitted online at 

http://www. byu.edu/gradstudies/admissions/applica- 
tions/onlineapp.html/. Applying online is strongly 
encouraged because it requires a shorter and more 
efficient processing time. Except in a small number of 
integrated programs, the bachelor’s degree is required 
before you may register in a graduate program. 
Admission to graduate study is determined by individ- 
ual departments, once standard university require- 
ments have been met. Applicants are admitted to 
study in specific programs, many of which are highly 
selective and admit only a limited number of students 
each year. If you are a prospective applicant, you 
should communicate your interest to the specific 
department(s) to which you wish to apply, and they 
will forward program and admission information to 
you. 


Advisement of Graduate Students 


Once admitted to a department graduate program, you 
are advised by particular faculty members and the 
department graduate coordinator rather than through 
college advisement centers. Direct general questions 
about university admissions, procedures, and gradua- 
tion to Graduate Studies, where program administrators 
work individually with students and departments in 
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admitting students and seeing them through their 
programs to graduation. Graduate students should read 
and regularly consult the current BYU Graduate Catalog 
for information about university policies and procedures 
as well as department programs. 


Degree Requirements 


University minimums require 54 credit hours for the 
doctoral degree and 30 credit hours for the master’s 
degree. A number of programs, particularly profes- 
sional programs, require more than those minimums. 
The highly individual nature of graduate work is 
reflected in the specialized programs offered by 
departments and the selection of courses appearing 
on each student's program of study. Except in profes- 
sional programs, programs of study are tailored for 
individual students, and their progress through those 
courses is tracked by Graduate Studies. Students may 
access their progress report any time on the Web. 


Graduate Curriculum 


Graduate courses in the university are numbered in 
the five, six, and seven hundreds. Seniors with excep- 
tional ability may, on occasion, register for courses 
numbered in the 500 series but should be aware that 
such courses are taught at a graduate level, and 
expectations may exceed the undergraduate’s prepa- 
ration. Graduate courses generally require significant 
research and individual initiative. 


Registration Requirements 


Given the more intensive nature of graduate study, a 
normal semester registration is from 9 to 12 credit 
hours. Some programs limit students to a 6-hour reg- 
istration. It is the responsibility of each graduate stu- 
dent to understand and follow both the general uni- 
versity requirements for graduate work and the specif- 
ic department requirements for individual programs. 

U.S. graduate students must register for a mini- 
mum 6 semester hours per academic year and must 
be registered for a minimum 2 semester hours in the 
semester or term in which they are (a) admitted into 
a graduate program or (b) plan to graduate. No D, E, 
UW, NS, or | grades; audits; or correspondence cours- 
es may count toward these totals or toward a gradu- 
ate degree. 

Immigration regulations require international stu- 
dents to register for at least 9 semester hours each 
fall and winter semester until they have fewer than 9 
credit hours remaining to finish their programs. Then 
they must register for at least 2 semester hours and 
receive clearance from International Services, 1351 
WSC, PO Box 25520. 


Academic Standards 
Grade Point Average (GPA) Requirements 


Graduate students whose graduate program of study 
GPA falls below 3.0 (prerequisite and skill courses are 
exempted) will not be allowed to graduate and may 
be dismissed from their graduate programs. No 

D credit may apply toward a graduate degree. 


Annual Reviews of Graduate Students 


Departments are asked to make a formal evaluation 
of the performance of graduate students at least once 
a year; some evaluate more frequently. Each depart- 
ment establishes its own evaluation criteria and the 
standards it requires graduate students to meet, but 
generally evaluations are based on students’ total 
academic performance, their fulfillment of program 
requirements (program of study submitted, courses 
completed on schedule, prospectus approved by 
department, student advanced to candidacy), and 
their professional performance (including quality of 
teaching and research). 


Enrollment Verification 


Graduate students may request verification of their 
enrollment status as full-time or part-time students, 
for loans or for other purposes, from the Records 
Office, B-150 ASB, PO Box 21114, telephone (801) 
422-2631. Registration for a minimum 8.5 credit 
hours constitutes full-time enrollment in a semester, 
and 4.5 credit hours does so in a term. Registration 
for fewer hours constitutes part-time enrollment. 

Graduate students (master's and doctoral students) 
who are enrolled for at least 2 hours per semester or 
1 hour per term, and who can be certified by their 
department as being engaged full-time in pursuit of 
their degrees, can petition for graduate full-time 
status. Requests for such an exception should be 
directed to Graduate Studies. 


Campus Privileges 
for Graduate Students 


Graduate students who are registered for at least 

2 hours per semester or 1 hour per term receive a 
university (ID) activity card and are eligible for all on- 
campus privileges afforded students who are regis- 
tered full-time, i.e., on-campus employment, student 
housing, student insurance, intramurals, use of physi- 
cal education facilities, graduate parking permits, and 
discount admission to sporting and cultural events. 


Changing Degree Levels 


With department approval, students may change from 
one degree level to another within a department and 
without interruption of enrollment. Request the change 
by submitting to Graduate Studies a Request to Change 
Degree Level (Form 1c), paying the application fee, and 
following the instructions on the back of the form. After 
receiving a department's recommendation to approve 
or deny the request, Graduate Studies will officially 
notify you. 


Changing Departments 


To change departments, a student must submit 
another complete application, including another 
application fee, by the required deadline for the 
new program. 


Discontinuance from BYU 


Graduate students who wish to withdraw from the 
university must initiate that process at the 
Discontinuance Office, B-150 ASB, (801) 422-7705. 


Termination of Graduate Status 


Termination of graduate status may result if a 
student: 


1. Fails to fulfill the university’s minimum 
registration requirement. 

2. Fails to meet the degree time limit. 

3. Makes a request to withdraw (with the intent to 
pursue a degree at another university, for per- 
sonal reasons, or in response to department 
recommendation). 

4. Receives a Marginal or Unsatisfactory rating in a 
periodic review by the academic department and 
is unable or unwilling to comply with conditions 
for continuance outlined by the department. 

5. Fails to make what the department or the uni- 
versity deems to be satisfactory progress toward 
a graduate degree. 

6. Fails the departmental comprehensive 
examination. 

7. Fails the final oral examination (defense of 
dissertation, thesis, or project). 

8. Violates the university’s Honor Code. 
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Church Educational System 


Honor Code 


Brigham Young University, Brigham Young 
University—Hawaii, Brigham Young University— 
Idaho, and LDS Business College exist to provide an 
education in an atmosphere consistent with the ideals 
and principles of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. That atmosphere is created and preserved 
through commitment to conduct that reflects those 
ideals and principles. Members of the faculty, admin- 
istration, staff, and student body at BYU, BYU—H, 
BYU—1, and LDSBC are selected and retained from 
among those who voluntarily live the principles of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. Observance of such is a spe- 
cific condition of employment and admission. Those 
individuals who are not members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are also expected to 
maintain the same standards of conduct, except 
church attendance. All who represent BYU, BYU—H, 
BYU—I, and LDSBC are to maintain the highest stan- 
dards of honor, integrity, morality, and consideration 
of others in personal behavior. By accepting appoint- 
ment on the faculty, continuing in employment, or 
continuing class enrollment, individuals evidence their 
commitment to observe the Honor Code standards 
approved by the Board of Trustees “at all times and 
... in all places” (Mosiah 18:9). 


Honor Code Statement 


We believe in being honest, true, chaste, benevo- 
lent, virtuous, and in doing good to all men... . If 
there is anything virtuous, lovely, or of good report or 
praiseworthy, we seek after these things. 
—THIRTEENTH ARTICLE OF FAITH 


As a matter of personal commitment, students, 
faculty, and staff of Brigham Young University, 
Brigham Young University—Hawaii, Brigham Young 
University—Idaho, and LDS Business College seek to 
demonstrate in daily living on and off campus those 
moral virtues encompassed in the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and will 


Be honest 
Live a chaste and virtuous life 
Obey the law and all campus policies 
Use clean language 
Respect others 
Abstain from alcoholic beverages, tobacco, 
tea, coffee, and substance abuse 
Participate regularly in church services 
Observe the Dress and Grooming Standards 
Encourage others in their commitment 
to comply with the BYU Honor Code. 


Specific policies embodied in the Honor Code include 
(1) the Academic Honesty Policy, (2) the Dress and 
Grooming Standards, (3) the Residential Living 


Standards, and (4) the Continuing Student 
Ecclesiastical Endorsement. (Refer to institutional 
policies for more detailed information.) 


Academic Honesty Policy 


The first injunction of the BYU Honor Code is the call 
to “be honest.” Students come to the university not 
only to improve their minds, gain knowledge, and 
develop skills that will assist them in their life’s work, 
but also to build character. “President David O. 
McKay taught that character is the highest aim of 
education” (The Aims of a BYU Education, p. 6). It is 
the purpose of the BYU Academic Honesty Policy to 
assist in fulfilling that aim. 

BYU students should seek to be totally honest in 
their dealings with others. They should complete their 
own work and be evaluated based upon that work. 
They should avoid academic dishonesty and miscon- 
duct in all its forms, including but not limited to the 
following: plagiarism, fabrication or falsification, 
cheating, and other academic misconduct. 


Plagiarism 


Intentional plagiarism is a form of intellectual theft 
that violates widely recognized principles of academic 
integrity as well as the Honor Code. Such plagiarism 
may subject the student to appropriate disciplinary 
action administered through the university Honor 
Code Office, in addition to academic sanctions that 
may be applied by an instructor. Inadvertent plagia- 
rism, although not in violation of the Honor Code, is 
nevertheless a form of intellectual carelessness that is 
unacceptable in the academic community. Plagiarism 
of any kind is completely contrary to the established 
practices of higher education, where all members of 
the university are expected to acknowledge the origi- 
nal intellectual work of others that is included in 
one’s own work. In some cases, plagiarism may also 
involve violations of copyright law. 


Intentional Plagiarism 


Intentional plagiarism is the deliberate act of repre- 
senting the words, ideas, or data of another as one’s 
own without providing proper attribution to the author 
through quotation, reference, or footnote. 


Inadvertent Plagiarism 


Inadvertent plagiarism involves the inappropriate, but 
nondeliberate, use of another’s words, ideas, or data 
without proper attribution. Inadvertent plagiarism usu- 
ally results from an ignorant failure to follow estab- 
lished rules for documenting sources or from simply 
being insufficiently careful in research and writing. 
Although not a violation of the Honor Code, inadver- 
tent plagiarism is a form of academic misconduct for 
which an instructor can impose appropriate academic 
sanctions. Students who are in doubt as to whether 


they are providing proper attribution have the respon- 
sibility to consult with their instructor and obtain 
guidance. 


Examples of Plagiarism 


Direct Plagiarism—tThe verbatim copying of an 
original source without acknowledging the source. 


Paraphrased Plagiarism—tThe paraphrasing, without 
acknowledgment, of ideas from another that the read- 
er might mistake for your own. 


Plagiarism Mosaic—the borrowing of words, ideas, 
or data from an original source and blending this orig- 
inal material with one’s own without acknowledging 
the source. 


Insufficient Acknowledgment—tThe partial or incom- 
plete attribution of words, ideas, or data from an 
original source. 


Plagiarism may occur with respect to unpublished as 
well as published material. Acts of copying another 
student’s work and submitting it as one’s own individ- 
ual work without proper attribution is a serious form 
of plagiarism. 


Fabrication or Falsification 


Fabrication or falsification is a form of dishonesty 
where a student invents or distorts the origin or 
content of information used as authority. Examples 
include 


1. Citing a source that does not exist. 

2. Citing information from a source that is not 
included in the source. 

3. Citing a source for a proposition that it does not 
support. 

4. Citing a source in a bibliography when the 
source was neither consulted nor cited in the 
body of the paper. 

5. Intentionally distorting the meaning or applica- 
bility of data. 

6. Inventing data or statistical results to support 
conclusions. 


Cheating 


Cheating is a form of dishonesty where a student 
attempts to give the appearance of a level of knowl- 
edge or skill that the student has not obtained. 
Examples include 


1. Copying from another person's work during an 
examination or while completing an assignment. 

2. Allowing someone to copy from you during an 
examination or while completing an assignment. 

3. Using unauthorized materials during an exami- 
nation or while completing an assignment. 

4 Collaborating on an examination or assignment 
without authorization. 
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5. Taking an examination or completing an assign- 
ment for another, or permitting another to take 
an examination or to complete an assignment for 
you. 


Other Academic Misconduct 


Academic misconduct includes other academically 
dishonest, deceitful, or other inappropriate acts that 
are intentionally committed. Examples of such acts 
include but are not limited to 


1. Inappropriately providing or receiving information 
or academic works so as to gain unfair advan- 
tage over others. 

2. Planning with another to commit any act of 
academic dishonesty. 

3. Attempting to gain an unfair academic advan- 
tage for oneself or another by bribery or by any 
act of offering, giving, receiving, or soliciting 
anything of value to another for such purpose. 

4. Changing or altering grades or other official 
educational records. 

5. Obtaining or providing to another an unadminis- 
tered test or answers to an unadministered test. 

6. Breaking and entering into a building or office 
for the purpose of obtaining an unauthorized 
test. 

7. Continuing work on an examination or assign- 
ment after the allocated time has elapsed. 

8. Submitting the same work for more than one 
Class without disclosure and approval. 


Procedures for Handling 
Incidents of Academic Dishonesty 
or Other Academic Misconduct 


Faculty are responsible to establish and communicate 
to students their expectations of behavior with respect 
to academic honesty and the student’s conduct in the 
course. The responsible instructor shall investigate 
the incident, determine and take appropriate action, 
and notify the Honor Code Office of the final disposi- 
tion of any incident of academic dishonesty to 
encourage a change in behavior and to discourage 
repeated violations. In addition, the instructor shall 
also notify the applicable program director, depart- 
ment chair, and dean of the incident and its disposi- 
tion. If the incident of academic dishonesty involves 
the violation of a public law, e.g., breaking and enter- 
ing into an office or stealing an examination, the act 
should also be reported to University Police. If an 
affected student disagrees with the determination or 
action and is unable to resolve the matter to the 
mutual satisfaction of the student and the instructor, 
the student may have the matter reviewed pursuant 
to the Student Academic Grievance Procedure. 


Applicable Actions for Academic 
Dishonesty 


A wide range of possible actions exists for cases of 
academic dishonesty. Instructors should take actions 
that are fair and equitable under the circumstances 
and should attempt to reach an understanding with 
the affected student on the imposition of an appropri- 
ate action. In some cases, the department, the 
college, or the university may also take actions 
independent of the instructor. Examples of possible 
actions include but are not limited to the following: 


For instructors, programs, departments, and colleges: 


¢ Reprimanding the student orally or in writing. 

¢ Requiring work affected by the academic 
dishonesty to be redone. 

¢ Administering a lower or failing grade on the 
affected assignment, test, or course. 

¢ Removing the student from the course. 

¢ Recommending probation, suspension, or dismissal. 


For the university: 


The university may elect to place an affected student 
on probation or to suspend or dismiss the student, 
and to place a temporary or permanent notation on 
the student’s permanent academic transcript that he 
or she was suspended or dismissed due to academic 
misconduct. 

The university may report an incident of academic 
misconduct to appropriate law enforcement officials 
and may prosecute an affected student if the act in 
question involves the commission of a crime (e.g., 
breaking into an office or building, stealing an 
examination, etc.). 


Honor Code Office Involvement 


The Honor Code Office will maintain a record of all 
violations of the Academic Honesty Policy reported to 
it by the faculty. If the occurrence is sufficiently egre- 
gious or if a pattern of dishonesty or misconduct is 
discovered, the Honor Code Office may take addition- 
al action on behalf of the university based upon the 
nature of the infraction(s). The Honor Code Office, in 
consultation with the involved academic personnel, 
including the associate academic vice president over 
undergraduate studies, may determine to place a 
student on probation or to recommend that a student 
be suspended or dismissed for academic dishonesty 
and other forms of academic misconduct. 


Shared Responsibility Policy Statement 


Students are responsible not only to adhere to the 
Honor Code requirement to be honest but also to 
assist other students in fulfilling their commitment to 
be honest. 
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Faculty Academic Integrity 


The substantive standards of academic honesty stated 
in this policy apply a fortiori to faculty. Indeed, all 
members of the BYU community are expected to act 
according to the highest principles of academic 
integrity.

Dress and Grooming Standards 


The dress and grooming of both men and women 
should always be modest, neat, and clean, consistent 
with the dignity adherent to representing The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and any of its 
institutions of higher education. 

Modesty and cleanliness are important values that 
reflect personal dignity and integrity, through which 
students, staff, and faculty represent the principles 
and standards of the Church. Members of the BYU 
community commit themselves to observe the follow- 
ing standards, which reflect the direction of the BYU 
Board of Trustees and the Church publication For the 
Strength of Youth. (These guiding principles apply at 
all CES institutions of higher education. The applica- 
tion of these principles may vary slightly at the vari- 
ous institutions in accordance with local conditions 
and circumstances. [See separate institutional policies 
for more specific details on dress and grooming stan- 


dards.]) The BYU Dress and Grooming Standards are 
as follows: 

Men. A clean and well-cared-for appearance 
should be maintained. Clothing is inappropriate when 
it is sleeveless, revealing, or form fitting. Shorts must 
be knee-length or longer. Hairstyles should be clean 
and neat, avoiding extreme styles or colors, and 
trimmed above the collar, leaving the ear uncovered. 
Sideburns should not extend below the earlobe or 
onto the cheek. If worn, moustaches should be neatly 
trimmed and may not extend beyond or below the 
corners of the mouth. Men are expected to be clean- 
shaven; beards are not acceptable. Earrings and other 
body piercing are not acceptable. Shoes should be 
worn in all public campus areas. 

Women. A clean and well-cared-for appearance 
should be maintained. Clothing is inappropriate when 
it is sleeveless, strapless, backless, or revealing; has 
slits above the knee; or is form fitting. Dresses, skirts, 
and shorts must be knee-length or longer. Hairstyles 
should be clean and neat, avoiding extremes in styles 
or colors. Excessive ear piercing (more than one per 
ear) and all other body piercing are not acceptable. 
Shoes should be worn in all public campus areas. 


Residential Living Standards 


As stated in its Code of Honor, Brigham Young 
University is committed to providing a learning atmos- 
phere consistent with the principles of the Church. 
The university is likewise committed to creating such 
an atmosphere for students residing on and off cam- 
pus. To achieve this, BYU has established living stan- 
dards to help students learn some of the high ideals 
and principles of behavior expected at Brigham Young 
University. The university requires all students to 
adhere to the following applicable standards: 


On-Campus Visiting Hours 


Deseret Towers and Helaman Halls 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in the 
lobbies but not in the bedroom area, except during an 
established open house or home evening time, at 
which times room doors must remain open. Lobby 
visiting hours begin after 8:00 a.m. and extend until 
12:00 midnight, Monday through Thursday and 
Saturday. On Friday night, lobby visiting hours extend 
until 1:30 a.m. Sunday visiting hours begin after 
noon and extend until midnight. 


Heritage Halls 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in the lob- 
bies and apartment kitchens but not in bedrooms or 
bathrooms, Lobby visiting hours are from 8:00 a.m. 
to 12:00 midnight, Saturday through Thursday, and 
extend until 1:30 a.m. on Fridays, Apartment visiting 
hours are from 10:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m. Sunday 
through Thursday and extend until 12:00 midnight 
on Friday and Saturday. 


Off-Campus Visiting Hours 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in living 
rooms and kitchens but not in the bedrooms in off- 
campus living units. The use of the bathroom area by 
members of the opposite sex is not appropriate unless 
emergency or civility dictate otherwise—and then only 
if the safety, privacy, and sensitivity of other residents 
are not jeopardized. Visiting hours may begin at 9:00 
a.m. and may extend until 12:00 midnight. Friday 
night visiting hours may extend until 1:30 a.m. 
Landlords may establish a shorter visiting period if 
proper notice is given to residents. This policy applies 
to all housing units occupied by single students. 


Conduct 

All students shall be required to conduct themselves in 
a manner consistent with the principles of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and the BYU 
Honor Code. Furthermore, all students are required to 
abstain from possessing, serving, or consuming alco- 
holic beverages, tobacco, tea, coffee, or harmful drugs. 
Involvement with gambling; pornographic, erotic, or 
indecent material; disorderly, obscene, or indecent 
conduct or expressions; or with other offensive materi- 
als, expressions, or conduct or disruption of the peace 
that, in the sole discretion and judgment of the univer- 
sity, is inconsistent with the principles of the Church 
and the BYU Honor Code is not permitted in student 
housing. All guests of students must comply with the 
Residential Living Standards while on the premises of 
university-approved housing. All students are required 
to know the dress and grooming standards and abide 
by them. 


Continuing Student Ecclesiastical 
Endorsement 


All enrolled continuing undergraduate, graduate, intern, 
and study abroad students are required to obtain a 
Continuing Student Ecclesiastical Endorsement for each 
new academic year. Students must have their endorse- 
ments completed, submitted, and processed by the 
Honor Code Office before they can register for fall 
semester or any semester thereafter. Priority registration 
for the following fall semester can begin in early April. 
To avoid registration delays, students should complete 
and submit their endorsements to the Honor Code 
Office by March 15. Those applying to BYU should 
use the new student Admissions Application Part 3 
endorsement. 

LDS students may be endorsed only by the bishop 
of the ward (1) in which they live and (2) that holds 
their current Church membership record. 

Non-LDS students are to be endorsed by (1) the 
local ecclesiastical leader if the student is an active 
member of the congregation, (2) the bishop of the 
LDS ward in which they currently reside, or (3) the 
nondenominational BYU chaplain. 
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Honor Code Requirements 


Whether on or off campus or between semesters, all 
students are expected to abide by the Honor Code, 
which includes: the Academic Honesty Policy, the 
Dress and Grooming Standards, and the Residential 
Living Standards. Students are required to be in good 
Honor Code standing to graduate and receive their 
diploma. 

LDS students must fulfill their duty in The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, attend Church 
meetings, and abide by the rules and standards of the 
Church on and off campus. 

Students who are not members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are also expected to 
maintain the same standard of conduct. They are 
encouraged to participate in services of their preferred 
religion. 


Withdrawn Ecclesiastical Endorsement 


A student's endorsement may be withdrawn at any 
time if the ecclesiastical leader determines that the 
student is no longer eligible for the endorsement. If 
an endorsement is withdrawn, the ecclesiastical 
leader informs the Honor Code Office, which then 
facilitates notification to both the student and the uni- 
versity. No confidential information is provided to the 
Honor Code Office. 

Students without endorsements must discontinue 
enrollment. Excommunication, disfellowshipment, or 
disaffiliation from The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints results in the withdrawal of the stu- 
dent’s endorsement. The decision to withdraw an 
endorsement may be reviewed or appealed through 
appropriate ecclesiastical leaders (i.e., through the 
bishop, the stake president, and the designated Area 
Authority for BYU). 

A student whose endorsement has been withdrawn 
and who had completed the above ecclesiastical 
appeal process may request a university review, which 
is initiated through the Honor Code Office, Students 
may not be enrolled or attend without an ecclesiastical 
endorsement except in very rare and unusual circum- 
stances as determined by the university. 


How Forms Are Obtained 


Students are responsible for obtaining their own 
Continuing Student Ecclesiastical Endorsement Forms. 
Forms are available at campus information desks, at 
college advisement centers, from bishops of BYU 
wards, from the Honor Code Office in 4440 WSC, or 
online at www. byu.edu/honorcode/

Access to Education Records: FERPA 


The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 
1974 (FERPA) controls access to student education 
records. Brigham Young University will make a rea- 
sonable effort to extend to eligible students and their 
parents the rights granted by the act. On presentation 
of appropriate identification and under circumstances 
that prevent alteration or mutilation of records, a 
student will be able to inspect all education records 
not considered by the university to be held under a 
pledge of confidentiality or considered to be private 
records of university personnel. Those with legitimate 
access to the records will be charged a reasonable fee 
for copies. 

A student is entitled to an explanation of any record- 
ed data and may initiate action pursuant to university 
policy through the Exception to University Policy 
Committee, if necessary, to correct or expunge informa- 
tion he or she considers inaccurate or misleading. 

Faculty and administrative officers who have a 
legitimate need to use a student’s education records 


will be allowed access to such records as needed 
without prior permission from the student. A request 
from an educational institution to which a student 
has applied for admission or from a lending institution 
from which a student is seeking financial aid will be 
granted without a student’s permission. In addition, 
statistical data may be furnished to university accred- 
iting bodies and governmental officials without a 
student's permission. 

No personally identifiable information contained in 
a student's educational records, other than directory 
information, will be given to any third party, except as 
authorized by the act, without the student’s written 
consent, and then only those records that are accessi- 
ble to the student. The term third party is construed 
to include parents, spouse, employers, government 
agencies, or any other people or organizations. 
Parents or guardians may have access to grade 
reports and other reports of a student’s activity if they 
establish to the satisfaction of the university that the 
student is dependent, for income tax purposes, on the 
parents or guardians for their support. 

Court orders and subpoenas for records will be 
referred to the university’s legal counsel and acted on 
according to the counsel's directions. The university 
will make a reasonable attempt to notify the student 
when nondirectory information is released in response 
to subpoenas or court orders. 

Any eligible student or parent who believes that 
BYU has violated FERPA may file a complaint with 
the Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act Office, 
Department of Education, Washington, D.C. 

Directory information (i.e., information contained 
in the educational record of a student that would not 
generally be considered harmful or an invasion of pri- 
vacy if disclosed) will be released to news media and 
to others on request. Directory information includes 
the following:

Students have the right, however, to refuse to permit 
the designation or disclosure of the above directory 
information. In that case, this information will not be 
disclosed except with the consent of the student or as 
otherwise allowed by FERPA. Any student wishing to 
restrict the release of directory information must file a 
written notification with the Registrar's Office, B-150 
ASB, PO Box 21114, on or before the tenth day of a 
semester or the sixth day of a term. Forms for this pur- 
pose will be made available at that office upon request. 


Student Classification for 
Undergraduates 


At the beginning of each semester, undergraduate 
students are classified for that semester as follows: 
0-29.9 Freshman 
30-59.9 Sophomore 
60-89.9 Junior 
90 and over Senior 


Engineering students having more than 120 semester 
hours are classified as fifth-year professional students. 


Class Attendance Policy 


You are expected to attend classes for which you are 
registered. Each class instructor may determine the 
relationship of class attendance to the final grade for 
the course. Officially excused absences are required 
only when you are away representing the university 
on official business. All officially excused absences 
must be approved through the dean of students. 

Faculty should tell you what relationship atten- 
dance has to your final grade for the course, but you 
must take the responsibility for your actions. It is not 
necessary for the instructor to report absences to the 
office of the dean of students unless he or she has 
knowledge of an accident or illness that is causing 
the absence. Notification to teachers of emergency 
absences (death in the family, serious illness, etc.) is 
your responsibility. 


Repeating Classes 


To have a previously completed course marked 
repeated, the new course must be equal or greater in 
credit hours. 

When a class has been repeated, the credit used 
in computing the grade point average is the grade 
and credit hours earned the last time the repeated 
class was taken. 


You may repeat classes in the following ways: 


1. Repeat Brigham Young University courses at 
Brigham Young University (except for R-suffix 
courses—see Abbreviations and Symbols in the 
Using This Catalog section of the current BYU 
Undergraduate Catalog). 

2. Repeat at Brigham Young University courses 
initially taken at another university. (A statement 
of equivalency must be supplied by the appro- 
priate BYU department chair.) 

3. Repeat at another institution courses taken there 
and have the credit transferred to Brigham 
Young University. 


Note: A course repeated at an institution other than 
the one at which it was taken originally and other 
than at BYU will not be counted as a repeat. 


The | (Incomplete) Grade 


The letter grade I (Incomplete) is given on a contrac- 
tual basis with the instructor to students who are 
unable to complete the work in the prescribed period 
of time. An incomplete grade may be given for 
nonacademic extenuating circumstances (serious ill- 
ness, personal injury, death in the immediate family, 
etc.) that may arise after the nonacademic emergency 
deadline (the twelth week of a semester or the sixth 
week of a term). To be eligible for an incomplete, the 
student must have attended up until the nonacademic 
emergency deadline and be passing the class. If 
extenuating circumstances arise before the twelfth 
week of a semester or the sixth week of a term, the 
student should discontinue or petition through the 
Registration Office to be officially withdrawn from the 
class(es). The Incomplete Grade Contract must be 
completed and signed by the instructor and the $10 
fee paid before submission of the official grade roll at 
the end of the semester. A copy of the Incomplete 
Grade Contract must be submitted to the Records 
Office by the grade submission deadline. A grade of E 
will be posted until a valid Incomplete Grade Contract 
is submitted to the Records Office. 

Class attendance in a subsequent semester or 
reregistration is not permitted to make up the incom- 
plete. In some special instances, such as a lab class, 
attendance may be required for the portion of the 
class or lab section missed. Once the work has been 
completed, the instructor should complete the portion 
of the Incomplete Grade Contract, showing the grade 
earned, and submit the form to the Records Office (B- 
150 ASB). 

The instructor may designate the specific length of 
time the student has to complete the course require- 
ments (not to exceed one year). If the work is not 
completed and the new grade submitted by the 
instructor within the agreed upon deadline, the 
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| grade will be changed to an IE (the IE grade is 
considered and calculated as a failing grade). 

(Petitions for an exception to this policy may be 
obtained from the Petitions Office, B-150 ASB.) 


Changing College or Major 


Undergraduate students who desire to transfer from 
one major to another, or from one college to another, 
should go to the advisement center of their new 
major, fill out a Change of Major Form, and have 

it signed. Graduate students who want to change 
departments or degree levels should check with 
Graduate Studies for information and necessary 
forms. 


Discontinuance from BYU 


A daytime student is not officially withdrawn from 
the university unless the student has completed the 
discontinuance process in the Discontinuance Office, 
B-150 ASB. The discontinuance deadline, April 5 for 
winter semester, is the last day a student can discon- 
tinue. (See the University Calendar on page 3 for 
additional discontinuance deadlines.) 

If you find it necessary to withdraw from all your 
classes, you must do the following: 


1. Complete discontinuance forms available from 
the Discontinuance Office, B-150 ASB, tele- 
phone (801) 422-7705. 

2. Obtain instructor and clearance signatures if 
necessary. Beginning the sixth week of the 
semester or the third week of the term, you 
become responsible for class grades. Signatures 
must be obtained from the individual instructors, 
who indicate your academic status. 

3. Submit completed forms and sign out with a 
member of the Discontinuance Office staff. 

4. See the Tuition and Fees section for discontinu- 
ance refund information. 


When you have discontinued, your student ID will be 
electronically voided. 

Students enrolled through the Evening Classes 
Office should discontinue in that office, 122 HCEB. 
Law School students must initiate their discontinu- 
ance through the office of the Law School dean, 
348 JRCB. 

Students who leave the university under emer- 
gency conditions and do not return still have the 
responsibility to discontinue before the deadline. 
Initiate official termination by contacting the 
Discontinuance Office as soon as possible. 

Continuing BYU students who interrupt their 
studies for one semester (fall or winter) only or who 
serve an LDS mission may request an admission 
deferment during their absence from the university. 
Telephone the Admissions Office, (801) 422-2507, 


for more information. Other students who interrupt 
their studies should contact the Admissions Office for 
the appropriate reapplication materials. 


University Devotionals, 
Firesides, and Forums 


University devotionals and forums, held throughout 
the year on Tuesdays at 11:05 a.m., form an inspira- 
tional and integrative part of the university experi- 
ence. These assemblies are occasions to celebrate the 
shared sense of values and community in the univer- 
sity. Participation in these gatherings will renew spiri- 
tual commitment and extend knowledge of significant 
religious, intellectual, and cultural matters. 

Devotional speakers, selected from the General 
Authorities and other leaders of the Church and 
university, come to teach the gospel and affirm the 
spiritual dimension of the university experience for 
students, faculty, and staff. An additional opportunity 
is provided by regular Church Educational System 
firesides, usually held on the first Sunday of the 
month. 

Forum speakers are noted authorities in the arts, 
sciences, humanities, media, and government. They 
are chosen for their contributions to their field and 
their ability to communicate their insights. Partici- 
pation in these assemblies (and in the discussion 


sessions that may accompany them) prompts inquiry 
into and understanding of significant intellectual, 
cultural, and social issues. 

Most campus offices and services are closed 
during university assemblies so that members of the 
university community may participate.

Writing. 
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Final Examination Policy 
Winter Semester 2006 


Final examinations will be given at the times shown 
in the schedule. Examinations are not given early. 
The examination period is preceded by reading days, 
which give time for conscientious review, study, and 
synthesis of the semester’s work. The reading and the 
examination periods are firmly scheduled parts of the 
semester; you must not make plans that interfere 
with these important academic activities. If illness or 
other uncontrollable circumstances prevent you from 
taking an examination at the scheduled time, you 
are responsible to inform the class instructor as soon 
as possible. Your instructor may give the grade 
Incomplete, depending on the circumstances. The 
incomplete cannot be given unless you and your 
instructor together prepare a contractual agreement. 

Second-block class examinations will be given at 
the time shown in the schedule. First-block examina- 
tions will be given during the last regular class period. 
In cases where you have conflicting examinations or 
more than three examinations in one day, individual 
arrangement for alternative test times may be made 
by the instructor. 

Examinations will be held April 21, 22, 24, 
25, and 26, with reading days April 19 and 20. 
Therefore, Tuesday, April 18, 2006, will be the last 
day of instruction. 


Note to faculty: If an exam hour conflict arises 

for day classes, please contact the Academic 
Scheduling Office, B-150 ASB, telephone (801) 
422-6557. For evening classes, contact the Evening 
Classes Office, 122 HCEB, telephone (801) 
378-2872. 


All Evening Classes courses beginning at 4:00 p.m. 
or later must follow the evening exam schedule to 
avoid day class conflicts. (If the class begins before 
4:00 p.m., use the day class schedule.) 

If a class begins after the hour or is scheduled for 
more than fifty minutes per class period, the final 
exam period is determined by the beginning hour. 
For example, a class held from 8:35 to 9:50 must 
use the 8:00 exam period. A class held from 4:45 to 
7:15 must use the 4:00 exam period. No exceptions 
to this policy will be granted unless approved in 
writing by the department chair. 

Semester online courses follow the regular exam 
schedules at the right or as specified in the course 
outline. 

Salt Lake Center classes will meet at the regular 
class times during reading and final exam days. 
Final exams for Salt Lake Center classes are conduct- 
ed during the regular scheduled class time during 
finals week. Should a conflict arise between the 
schedules of a day class final exam and a Salt Lake 
Center exam, priority rests with the day class. It is 
the responsibility of the student to make the conflict 
known to the Salt Lake Center instructor so an alter- 
native time can be arranged.

Registration Information and Procedures 
Are You Eligible to Register? 


You are eligible to register for spring term 2006 if you registered for and completed regular day school classes 
during winter semester 2006, or if you have been issued a valid letter of admission for spring term 2006 by the 
Admissions Office. 

Continuing BYU students can interrupt their studies for one semester (fall/winter) by submitting a Continuing 
Student Enrollment and Scholarship Deferment Application. Students wanting to serve an LDS mission can defer 
their admission status by submitting an LDS Mission Deferment Criteria Form. Both are available from the 
Admissions Office, A-183 ASB (801) 422-2507. Students who interrupt their studies for more than one semester 
(except missionaries) should contact the Admissions Office for the appropriate application materials. 

Continuing degree-seeking graduate students are eligible if they have fulfilled the minimum registration require- 
ments (6 hours per year) in the preceding academic year. 

Students who graduate from BYU lose their eligibility and will not be allowed to continue to attend classes 
unless they have been admitted to a graduate or non-degree-seeking graduate program.

How to Add Classes 
SpringTerm: February 1-May 9, 2006 
Summer term: February 1-July 3, 2006 


Registration for spring and summer terms is not managed on a priority registration basis. Any student admitted to 
the university may register beginning on the first registration day, February 1, 2006. You may add classes from 
February 1 until May 9 for spring term and from February 1 until July 3 for summer term. During this time some 
classes may be added using the Web registration system. Other classes require an add card with the instuctor’s 
signature, 

Please be aware of the following when you are adding classes: 


Maximum Hours per Semester or Term 


Undergraduate students in good standing may register for as many as 9 credit hours in one term by following the 
regular registration process. However, the college advisement centers may authorize a student who has demon- 
strated superior academic ability to register for a maximum of 11 hours per term. This approval is to be noted by 
the college advisement center on the add/drop card. Auditing classes, registering for a class without receiving 
credit, or registering for Evening Classes constitutes a part of your total registration. Exception to the rules must be 
presented to: University Registrar, B-150 ASB, starting on the first day of instruction. 


Official Enrollment 


Students whose names are on the university class roll are officially registered. If your name is not on the class roll, 
you should contact the Registration Office, B-130 ASB, immediately. 


Auditing Classes 


Students desiring to audit classes (register for a class without receiving credit) can only do so on an add/drop card 
during the first six days of a term. Students must obtain the instructor's approval on a signed add/drop card. It is 
not possible to register for an audit class on the Web registration system, You are charged the same tuition for 
auditing classes as for taking classes for credit. Classes taken on an audit basis will not appear on your official 
records, will not be considered in calculating enrollment verifications, and does not fulfill the minimum registration 
requirement for graduate degree-seeking students. Students who are registered for credit and wish to change to 
audit must first drop the class. The class may then be added for audit during the add period (first ten days of a 
semester, six days of a term). 


Evening Classes and Salt Lake Center Classes 


Daytime students taking evening classes or Salt Lake Center classes may register for the courses at the same time 
they register for day school. Please note that the Salt Lake Center classes are taught in Salt Lake City at 3760 S. 
Highland Dr., Suite 200. 


Freshman Academy Envelopes 


Many of you will be Freshman Academy students. The academy provides new freshmen with the opportunity to 
take three classes with students who live in the same residence area. 

If you would like more information on Freshman Academy, please call (801) 422-8176, or you can access the 
academy Web page at http://www.byu.edu/academy. 

Freshman Academy students will be asked to register for three classes (an envelope). Information on registering 
for Freshman Academy envelopes will be sent to participating students. 

Although not all Freshman Academy envelopes include the general education classes required of all freshmen 
(First-Year Writing, American Heritage, and Book of Mormon), academy students should still plan to fulfill these 
requirements by the end of their first year. They may add courses individually if their envelope does not include 
American Heritage or First-Year Writing. 


Independent Study 


Independent Study can provide scheduling flexibility and the convenience of taking university courses away from 
campus. You may register for courses any time during the year and take up to a year to finish each course. Tuition 
is $123 per credit hour—this fee is not included in your regular BYU daytime tuition. Independent Study courses 
are indicated in the course list by the phrase “Offered by Independent Study.” Many courses are now available by 
Internet, and new courses are continually being added. For further information and a free catalog, contact the 
Independent Study Office, 206 HCEB, Provo, UT 84602-1514, (801) 422-2868, or http://elearn. byu.edu. 
NOTE: Unless you are a BYU student, Independent Study courses do not apply toward a BYU degree. Generally, 


Independent Study courses cannot be applied toward BYU graduate degrees. Contact Graduate Studies for more 
information (801) 422-4091. 


Spring Term: How to Drop Classes 


Spring term classes can be dropped from your schedule until May 9. (Drop cards will also be accepted 

beginning May 1 at One Stop, WSC. They can be obtained from the Registration Office, One Stop, academic 
department, or CAC offices.) Note: A student can be registered for more than one section of an R-suffix course and 
therefore must drop each unwanted section. 

A “W” will be given for any class withdrawal May 10-May 18. You must fill out a drop card, pay a $10 fee 
per class at the Cashier's Office and submit the card to the Registration Office. A “W” is an official withdrawal and 
means you registered for a class and did not officially withdraw before the sixth day of the term. It does not figure 
into your GPA. 

Withdrawal for nonacademic emergencies can be done May 19-June 6. Between these dates, if you 
encounter a nonacademic emergency, such as a serious accident or illness, which affects your performance in a 
class(es), you may petition to be withdrawn. It is the student’s responsibility to obtain the necessary supporting 
information from the instructor, physician, employer, etc., to accompany the request. A committee will consider 
your request, which may or may not be approved. If you have experienced a nonacademic emergency, you may 
contact the Petitions Office, B-150 ASB (801) 422-6570, to discuss your options. 


Discontinuance (Withdrawing from All Classes for the Term) 
What to do before classes begin (Until midnight May 1) 


Once you register for classes, you are officially enrolled and committed to attend. If you are not coming to school 
this term, you must discontinue or drop your classes prior to the first day of school or they will remain on your 
record and you will be charged tuition. Classes may be dropped using the Web registration system until midnight 
of the day before classes begin.

On the first day of classes and thereafter you will need to contact the Discontinuance Office in B-150 ASB or call 
(801) 422-7705. Tuition will be charged starting the first day of classes to the date of discontinuance at the per- 
centage rate listed in the Tuition and Fees section of this class schedule.

You must fill out a drop card, pay a $10 fee per 
class at the Cashier's Office and submit the card to the Registration Office. A “W” is an official withdrawal and 
means you registered for a class and did not officially withdraw before the sixth day of the term. It does not figure 
into your GPA, 

Withdrawal for nonacademic emergencies can be done July 14—August 1. Between these dates, if you 
encounter a nonacademic emergency, such as a serious accident or illness, which affects your performance in a 
class(es), you may petition to be withdrawn. It is the student's responsibility to obtain the necessary supporting 
information from the instructor, physician, employer, etc., to accompany the request. A committee will consider 
your request, which may or may not be approved. If you have experienced a nonacademic emergency, you may 
contact the Petitions Office, B-150 ASB (801) 422-6570, to discuss your options.

Registration for Faculty, Staff, Administrative Personnel, and Their Spouses 
(See University Personnel Tuition Policy in the University Electronic Handbook.) 


Eligibility 

Regular full-time faculty, staff, and administrative personnel may register for classes, up to a maximum of 6 credit 
hours per semester, and will not be required to pay tuition. During spring and summer terms, full-time personnel 
may take 3 credit hours per term or 4 in one and 2 in the other. This benefit is applicable to undergraduate and 
graduate tuition. To be eligible for tuition benefits during a given semester/term, individuals must be regular full- 
time personnel at the close of late registration for that semester/term. For their dependents to be eligible for tuition 
benefits, personnel must (a) be at least age thirty with one year of full-time service or (b) have completed five 
years of full-time service with the university. Eligible individuals must meet university admissions and registration 
requirements. Personnel or dependents enrolled through day school (registration eligibility: DC—day-continuing) 
who withdraw from a// classes in a semester/term are required to do so through the Discontinuance Office, B-150 


ASB. Part-time, adjunct, on-call, or temporary personnel and their dependents (spouse and children) are not 
eligible for tuition benefits. 


Daytime Classes 


Written approval is required for personnel taking classes during daytime hours (7:00 a.m.—5:00 p.m. and/or TBA). 
This includes thesis hours and audited classes. The Request for Daytime Class Attendance form can be obtained 
at the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, or the Benefits Office Web site (www. byu.edu/ht/benefits/forms). Please register 
for classes before submitting your completed form to the Benefits Office. You are required to submit a separate 
form for each semester/term in which you take daytime classes. The tuition benefit will not be paid until the 
completed form is received and processed by the Benefits Office, 


Evening Classes 


Eligible personnel and spouses who wish to register for evening classes only, and whose registration eligibility is 
not DC—day-continuing, should contact the Evening Classes Office, 122 HCEB, (801) 422-2872. To receive the 
tuition benefit for evening classes, a completed Clearance to Register Form and current BYU ID must be presented 
to the Evening Classes Office. Personnel registering for evening classes (section type: evening) beginning before 
5:00 p.m. must also complete a Request for Daytime Class Attendance form (see Daytime Classes above) and 
submit it to the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, for the tuition benefit to be paid. Personnel and spouses withdrawing 
(discontinuing) from all courses in Evening Classes are required to do so through the Evening Classes Office. A 
$10 fee is charged to the individual for discontinuing after registration has been finalized. 


Audit 


Eligible personnel and spouses who only audit daytime and/or evening classes, and whose registration eligibility is 
not DC—day-continuing, should contact the Evening Classes Office, 122 HCEB, (801) 422-2872, for auditing 
procedures. Audited classes will not appear on official records; however, the credit hours listed with classes that 
are audited, as well as Conferences and Workshops courses, will count toward the semester/term credit-hour limits 
(see Eligibility above). Employees who audit classes during daytime hours (7:00 a.m—-5:00 p.m. and/or TBA) must 
also complete a Request for Daytime Class Attendance form (see Daytime Classes above) and submit it to the 
Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, for the tuition benefit to be paid. Audited classes do not count toward the minimum 
required credits for financial aid and scholarships. 


Spouses 


There are no credit-hour limitations for eligible spouses. However, in the event a spouse is taking classes and is 
then hired full-time by the university, the individual's “personnel” status supersedes the “spouse” status, and the 
tuition benefits/limitations (see Eligibility above) are then administered accordingly. 


Tuition Taxation 


In some cases the IRS considers graduate tuition for spouses to be noncash taxable income. Each semester/term 
in which an eligible spouse is enrolled in a graduate degree-seeking program and is taking graduate classes, the 
employee is required to complete a Tuition Taxation Form for Spouses Taking Graduate Classes. The form can be 
obtained from the Benefits Office, D-240 ASB, or the Benefits Office Web site (www. byu.edu/hr/benefits/forms). 
The tuition benefit will not be paid until the completed form is received and processed by the Benefits Office.

Tuition and Fees 


One of the nation’s largest private universities, BYU is 
owned and operated by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. A significant portion of the cost of 
operating the university is paid from the tithes of the 
Church members. Because of this, members already 
have made a monetary contribution to the operation 
of the university. To equalize this cost, nonmembers 
are assessed higher tuition, a practice similar in prin- 
ciple to that of state universities charging higher 
tuition to nonresidents. This higher tuition still does 
not cover the total educational cost. 

Once students register for classes, they are official- 
ly enrolled and committed to attend. Registered stu- 
dents who decide not to attend must withdraw from 
classes prior to the first day of classes to avoid a tuition 
charge. Classes may be dropped using the Web regis- 
tration system (i.e., by dropping each class) until mid- 
night mountain time of the day before the first day of 
classes. Beginning the first day of classes and there- 
after, students will need to contact the Discontinuance 
Office (B-150 ASB, 801 422-7705). If classes are not 
dropped, they will remain on the student's records and 
the student will be charged tuition. Tuition will be 
charged from the first day of classes to the date of dis- 
continuance at the percentage rate listed under Tuition 
Refunds/Charges—Discontinuance. 

Tuition and class fees are due and payable begin- 
ning the second day of class and are considered late 
if not paid by the registration add deadline (tenth 
day of class for a semester, sixth day of class for a 
term). If you fail to meet the tuition (registration 
add) deadline, you will be assessed a late fee ($90 
per semester, $45 per term). You will be assessed a 
late tuition fee if you pay less than full-time tuition 
by the deadline and are then enrolled or later 
become enrolled for more than 11.5 credit hours per 
semester or 5.5 credit hours per term. Students 
whose tuition check is dishonored by the bank will 
be charged the late fee in effect at the time the 
check is redeemed. 

Past financial delinquencies must be cleared before 
a new registration may be commenced. Students who 
anticipate receiving financial aid will be held responsi- 
ble to pay tuition charges before the registration add 
deadline whether or not financial aid is available or for- 
feited. Also, students receiving financial aid that is less 
than the tuition due must pay the difference by the reg- 
istration add deadline to avoid a late fee. 

A tuition billing statement will not be mailed; how- 
ever, one can be obtained by logging into Route Y and 
clicking My Financial Account and then Tuition Billing 
Statement. A reminder will be e-mailed to all students 
who are registered for at least one class. Whether or 
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not the student receives a reminder, it is the student's 
responsibility to pay tuition by the registration add 
deadline to avoid a late tuition fee.

The charge for noncredit courses or for audited 
courses is the same as for credit courses. Noncredit 
courses taken by part-time students will be assessed 
on the basis of hours involved in lecture classes. For 
example, 3 hours of lecture a week are considered 
3 semester hours and are charged for accordingly. 
Therefore, students taking 10 credit hours during a 
semester (or 4 credit hours during a term) plus a non- 
credit class involving 2 or more lecture hours per 
week, would be considered full-time students for 
tuition assessment. However, noncredit courses do 
not count for federal Pell Grant, federal Stafford Loan, 
or scholarship eligibility. For courses in which no lec- 
ture hours are involved—for example, dissertations 
and theses—tuition and fees are charged based on 
hours being carried during the semester, as deter- 
mined by the supervising professor. 

Graduate students (for tuition assessment) are 
those who have received their first bachelor’s degree, 
or will have received it by the beginning of the semes- 
ter for which they are registering, and are not stu- 
dents of the Law School or the Graduate School of 
Management. Please be aware that tuition bills may 
be processed before graduate status is updated. 
Graduate students are responsible to pay graduate 
tuition regardless of the status declared on their 
tuition bill. 

Full-time status (for tuition assessment) for all 
undergraduate students is registration for 12 or more 
credit hours per semester or 6 or more credit hours 
per term. For graduate students, full-time status is 
registration for 8.5 or more credit hours per semester 
or 4.5 or more credit hours per term. 

Three-quarter-time status (for tuition assessment) 
for undergraduate students is registration for 9 to 
11.5 credit hours per semester or 4.5 to 5.5 credit 
hours per term. Enrollment as a three-quarter-time 
student does not entitle the student to physical edu- 
cation suit and facility privileges. 

Part-time status (for tuition assessment) for all 
undergraduate students is registration for 0.5 to 8.5 
credit hours per semester or 0.5 to 4 credit hours per 
term. Enrollment as a part-time undergraduate stu- 
dent does not entitle the student to health insurance, 
student activity privileges, or physical education suit 
and facility privileges. 

The university reserves the right to change these 
figures without notice. Questions regarding fee assess- 
ment should be referred to Student Financial Services.

Any student whose tuition check is not honored by 
the bank will be charged the late tuition fee. 


Tuition Adjustments— 
Change in Credit Hours 


After the semester or term begins, a part-time student 
who increases the number of credit hours and remains 
a part-time student must pay for these additional 
hours by the last day to add classes. If this is not 
done, a late fee will be assessed. A change to three- 
fourths or full-time status requires that additional 
tuition be paid to avoid paying the late fee beginning 
May 4 for spring term and June 28 for summer term. 
A full-time student dropping to part time or a part- 
time student who decreases credit hours may be enti- 
tled to a tuition refund. A refund request must be ini- 
tiated by the student through the Financial Services 
Office, D-155 ASB. A full refund of the difference 
between full-time assessment and part-time assess- 
ment will be allowed through the last scheduled day 
to add classes. Refunds for courses dropped after that 
date will be subject to the refund schedule listed 
under Tuition Refunds/Charges—Discontinuance.

Motor Vehicles 


Parking permits are required to park on campus. To 
obtain a permit, bring the following to the Parking 
and Traffic Services Office (in the PTSB): 


1. Current vehicle registration. 
2. BYU identification card. 


G, Y, C, and motorcycle/moped parking permits expire 
September 15th of the year. 


Out-of-State Plates 

Faculty and staff employees with out-of-state plates 
must license their vehicles with the state of Utah and 
clear them for tax payment before they can receive 
their parking permits. 


Bicycles 

Bicycles must be licensed within Utah County. Provo 
City licenses cost $1 at the Parking and Traffic 
Services Building or at the Provo Police Department. 
Bicyclists must: 


1. Always park bicycles in racks. 

2. Never ride on sidewalks during class breaks. 
3. Yield to pedestrians. 

4. Obey all traffic rules. 


Bicycles not parked in racks will be impounded. BYU 
will not be responsible for cut locks, chains, or cables. 
Cutting locks, chains, or cables is authorized only 

when uniformed police or traffic personnel are present. 


Other Regulations and Information 


Replacement permits will only be issued when the 
current valid permit is returned, regardless of car acci- 
dent, windshield replacement, or selling of vehicle. 

Neighborhoods adjoining campus are sometimes 
inundated with parked vehicles. Students are encour- 
aged to obtain BYU parking permits and to park in 
university parking lots authorized by the permit. 

Traffic regulation information may be obtained 
from Parking and Traffic Services. It is the responsibil- 
ity of all students, faculty, and staff members to obey 
all traffic rules and regulations.

Health Insurance Requirement 


BYU requires all three-quarter- and full-time students 
(9 credit hours or more for a semester; 4.5 credit hours 
for a term, including Salt Lake Center hours) to carry 
adequate medical insurance. This applies through the 
academic year, including students taking a semester 

or term off. All participants in groups on tour, Study 
Abroad, or internships are also required to carry 
adequate medical insurance. 


Enrollment in the BYU Student Health Plan satisfies 
the university's insurance requirement, as does enroll- 
ment in a group medical plan provided by an employer 
or a spouse's or parent’s employer. We recommend 
that any private medical insurance plan should: 
¢ provide at least 70 percent coverage for all major 

medical expenses, including physician, hospital, and 

ancillary services; 

¢ have an individual annual deductible of no more 
than $500; and 

¢ have an annual plan limit of no less than $25,000, 

Three-quarter- or full-time students must enroll in 
the BYU Student Health Plan or provide verification of 
other adequate insurance coverage when first enrolling 
at BYU and prior to the beginning of fall semester each 
year thereafter. Students who do not provide proof of 
private insurance via the Web to the BYU Health Plan 
Office will be automatically enrolled in and assessed 
the appropriate premium (single or married student 
rate) for the BYU Student Health Plan. The health plan 
premium will be charged to the student's account; 
payment is due by the tuition payment deadline each 
semester and term. 

As an accommodation for disability, and with 
approval from the Office of Services for Students with 
Disabilities, a student may be eligible for the Student 
Health Plan with fewer than 9 semester hours or 4.5 
term hours. 


Debt Collection Fees 


Students’ past-due debts are referred to Student 
Financial Services for collection, and a reasonable 
collection fee is added to the student’s account. If 
BYU is unable to collect the debt within a reasonable 
time, the debt may be referred to an outside collec- 
tion agency and/or attorney for collection. All collec- 
tion costs, including BYU’s collection fee and any 
collection agency fees and/or attorney fees and court 
costs, will be added to the student’s debt and must 
be paid in full before the university will release the 
financial hold on the student's transcript, allow the 
student to register, or consider the student for 
readmission. Also, the student's eligibility for grad- 
uating and participating in graduation ceremonies 
and/or having their diploma released may be delayed 
or denied. 


Introduction to the 
Undergraduate Degree 


There are three formal components to the baccalaure- 
ate at Brigham Young University: religious education, 
general education, and education in a major. Of 
these, the first two constitute the university core. In 
accordance with The Aims of a BYU Education, each 
of the three components complements the others. 
They are not partitioned off from one another; none 
claims preeminence; together they comprise a whole, 
a harmony. 

The relationship between the university core and 
the major will vary in any given year according to the 
competing demands upon the student's attention. 
However, students should strive to develop their pro- 
grams in such a way that a lively interrelationship 
between the university core and the major, in which 
each nourishes and informs the other, is pursued over 
the entire undergraduate experience. For a fuller 
description of each of these components—their 
underlying philosophy, objectives, and details—please 
see the University Core and Major sections of the 
current BYU Undergraduate Catalog 
(http://ar. byu.edu/catalog/ugrad_catalog.htm!). 


University Core: Religious Education 


Religious Education administers and offers courses in 
ancient and modern scripture, Church history and 
doctrine, and related subjects. Religion courses—both 
Doctrinal Foundation and Religion Electives—are pro- 
vided so that students may progress in their religious 
understanding and convictions simultaneously with 
their educational progress in secular fields. As such, 
religion courses are not meant to be a mere devotion- 
al supplement, but an integral part of the university 
curriculum that parallels university standards and 
expectations. As a result, no more than 4 hours of 
religion credit per semester may be counted toward 
the religion hours at BYU requirement. For this pur- 
pose, spring and summer terms combined equal a 
single semester. 

BYU students are expected to complete 14 hours 
of religion courses at the BYU campus. All students 
must complete the Doctrinal Foundation requirement 
of the university core as follows: Book of Mormon 
(RelA 121/H and 122/H), New Testament (RelA 
211/H or 212/H, or a Jerusalem Center course: 

RelA 111, 200, 310, or 311), and Doctrine and 
Covenants (RelC 324/H or 325/H). In addition to 
the Doctrinal Foundation requirement, students must 
complete 6 elective hours of religion courses at the 
BYU campus. 

Religion courses taken from LDS institutes of reli- 
gion (including stake institute) or Church Educational 
System schools (BYU-Idaho or BYU-Hawaii) will not 
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fulfill the “religion courses taken at BYU” require- 
ment. Only religion hours taken at the BYU campus 
(including the BYU-Salt Lake Center and approved 
BYU Independent Study courses) will fulfill this 
requirement. 

All returned missionaries taking the Book of 
Mormon (RelA 121 or 122) must enroll in sections 
designated for returned missionaries. 

Students who are not LDS are strongly encouraged 
to enroll in RelC 100, Introduction to Mormonism, 
during their first semester in residence. RelC 100 
may be used to fill either the New Testament or 
Doctrine and Covenants requirement. 


Transfer Credit

University Core: General Education 


General education joins with religious education to 
make university education different from specialized 
vocational training. It builds a foundation for intellec- 
tual development; it increases our understanding of 
civilization—of humankind’s most valuable knowledge 
and achievements in the arts, letters, and sciences. 
General education teaches us the importance of criti- 
cal thinking, an awareness of the past, aesthetic sen- 
sibility, and moral judgment. These, together with the 
training provided in verbal and quantitative skills, in 
manipulating symbolic systems, help prepare us for a 
lifetime of learning, effective communication, respon- 
sible action, forming and judging arguments, and 
appreciating and creating the good and the beautiful. 
Modifications in general education, effective fall 
2004, have been made in an effort to achieve closer 
alignment with the Aims of a BYU Education and to 
assure that each student develops valuable skills and 
breadth in fundamental areas of human knowledge. 
All students who receive undergraduate degrees from 
BYU are required to complete the new GE require- 
ments as outlined below, except those students who 
have taken classes at BYU before fall semester 2004. 
These latter students may complete either the new 
university core program or the previous GE program 
and religion requirements. Information on the previ- 
ous GE program can be obtained in the college 
advisement centers. Students completing require- 
ments under the previous GE program must do so 
before fall semester 2008. For details on completing 
the previous GE program, see the GE Summary table 
in the winter 2004 class schedule or 
http://saas.byu.edu/depts/registration/univ_core.aspx. 


Selection and Timing of GE Classes 


Each GE requirement is completed by taking one 
course or a combination of courses chosen from the 
approved list in the table below. Single-course options 
are most often designed for students whose major is 
topically distant from the requirement. On the other 
hand, combination-of-course options are often 
designed for majors related to the requirement and 
may include courses a student might take to satisfy a 
major or minor requirement. Students should carefully 
consider which option best meets their educational 
needs. Students are urged to consult their college 
advisement center when planning their classes. 
Occasionally it is possible to complete more than 
one GE requirement with a single course. For exam- 
ple, Civilization 202 courses are typically labeled 
either “ARTS” for arts-focused, “LTRS” for letters- 
focused, or “GCA” for global and cultural awareness— 
focused. A Civilization 202 (ARTS) course can be 
used to complete both the Civilization 2 requirement 
and the Arts requirement; a Civilization 202 (LTRS) 


course can be used to complete both the Civilization 
2 requirement and the Letters requirement; and a 
Civilization 202 (GCA) course can be used to com- 
plete both the Civilization 2 requirement and the 
Global and Cultural Awareness requirement. Students 
are encouraged to use such “double-counting” spar- 
ingly—the more GE courses a student takes, the 
greater the breadth and value of the overall educa- 
tional experience. 

Not all courses listed in the table are appropriate 
for all students. For instance, some have prerequi- 
sites, some are upper-division courses, and some are 
designed primarily for certain majors. These courses 
are labeled in the university core table as either “has 
prerequisite” or “not for all students.” Students should 
avoid registering for courses for which they are not 
academically prepared and should consult with the 
class instructor if they are unsure. 

To gain approval to meet a GE requirement, a 
course is subjected to a rigorous evaluation. Such 
approval is not granted lightly, and students should 
ensure that the courses they select are, in fact, 
approved for GE credit. This information is updated 
each semester/term and published in the current 
class schedule. 

All new students should complete First-Year 
Writing and the two Book of Mormon classes during 
their freshman year. First-Year Writing may be taken 
in either semester of the first year. Students with an 
ACT math subscore below 22 also need to fill the 
Quantitative Reasoning requirement in their first year. 
It is likewise recommended that a// new students 
begin work in the Mathematics or Foreign Language 
options under Languages of Learning. 

Students planning to satisfy the Scientific 
Principles and Reasoning requirements in Biological 
or Physical Science with the one-course options (e.g., 
Biol 100, PhyS 100) should also complete these, 
along with American Heritage, during their first two 
years, making some progress on them during their 
first year. Civilization courses are designed as sopho- 
more-level courses, although some programs include 
them during the freshman year. Advice as to when to 
complete the other GE requirements can be obtained 
at college advisement centers or department offices. 


University Core and the Honors Program 


The Honors Program offers a number of courses that 
satisfy both university core and Honors requirements. 
These courses provide a deeper, more intense expo- 
sure to the subject matter for the student who is 
interested in a challenging experience. Departmental 
courses taught in both non-Honors and Honors sec- 
tions are designated “/H” in the table of courses 
below. Courses offered by the Honors program are 
designated Honrs. Additional information concerning 
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honors courses may be obtained from the Honors 
Advisement Center, 102-A MSRB, (801) 422-5497, 
or by consulting the “University Honors Program 
Course Guide.” 


Ways to Complete GE Requirements 
Other Than by Course Work 


In addition to taking approved courses, students may 
satisfy individual GE requirements within the universi- 
ty core by: (1) transferring acceptable credit from 
other academic institutions; (2) receiving credit from 
Advanced Placement (AP) and International 
Baccalaureate (IB) examinations; or (3) passing 
exemption or challenge examinations offered for some 
classes at the university. 


Transfer Credit 


The application of transfer credit to GE requirements 
is handled by the Admissions Office, A-183 ASB, 
(801) 422-2500. Articulation agreements have been 
reached with several junior and community colleges 
to facilitate the transfer process for students who 
have completed certain associate degrees. Contact 
the Admissions Office for up-to-date information 
regarding the status of those agreements with other 
institutions. 


Advanced Placement and International 
Baccalaureate Credit 


The results of some Advanced Placement (AP) and 
International Baccalaureate (1B) exams may be used 
to waive certain GE requirements and to obtain gener- 
al university credit. AP or IB credit posted to a trans- 
fer institution will be evaluated based on BYU’s stan- 
dards rather than those of the transfer institution. 
Contact the Advisement Support Office, B-238 ASB, 
(801) 422-3641, for details regarding credit hours 
and exemption from GE requirements for both AP and 
IB exams. 


Note: College Level Examination Program—BYU 
stopped giving credit for general exams in 2000. At 
this time, BYU does not give credit for subject exams 
either. CLEP credit posted to another institution’s 
transcript is reevaluated based on BYU’s standards. 


Exemption and Challenge Examinations 


Some requirements can be accomplished by success- 
fully completing an examination. Two types of exami- 
nations are available: the exemption exam and the 
challenge exam. The primary difference between an 
exemption exam and a challenge exam is that an 
exemption exam is used exclusively to fulfill a general 
education requirement. No academic credit or letter 
grade is posted to the transcript. The challenge exam, 
however, is not restricted to GE courses, and academ- 
ic credit and a letter grade may be posted to the tran- 
script if the student so chooses. A student may take 


an exemption or challenge exam for a single course 
only once during each semester or term. Students do 
not have to be enrolled in a course to take an exemp- 
tion or challenge exam. However, some of the exams 
are given early enough each semester/term so that 
students who are enrolled and pass the exam may 
drop the course. Students not enrolled in a course 
have an opportunity to take the challenge or exemp- 
tion exams offered at the Testing Center. Please con- 
sult the table on page 11 for specific exam dates. 


Exemption Exams: No Credit or Grade 

Exemption exams are offered for select general educa- 
tion courses only. Although passing an exam com- 
pletes the GE requirement, it does not earn academic 
credit or a letter grade and does not appear on the 
transcript. Exemption exams are given in the Testing 
Center on the dates shown on the table that follows. 
A fee payable at the Testing Center is required for the 
exams. A passing score on an exemption exam is 
reflected on the progress report as fulfilling the 
requirement. However, no academic credit will be 
posted on the transcript of grades. The procedure to 
take an exam and request exemption from a course 
follows. 


Challenge Exams: Graded Credit 

A challenge exam may or may not be offered for a 
course at the discretion of the department. Passing a 
challenge exam earns credit and a letter grade for the 
course, which appears on the transcript if the student 
elects to accept the grade. Challenge exams are not 
restricted to general education courses. Some chal- 
lenge exams are offered in the Testing Center, and 
others are arranged through the department offering 
the course. Departments reserve the right to decide 
which courses may be challenged by examination. A 
fee payable at the Testing Center is charged for exams 
offered in the Testing Center. A fee payable at Student 
Financial Services, D-155 ASB, is required for exams 
that are offered through individual departments. 
Check with the department to see if the exam is 
offered in the department or in the Testing Center. 
To earn academic credit and a letter grade for the 
course, the student must submit a Challenge 
Examination Form, provided by the Testing Center or 
the department, to the Records Office, B-150 ASB. 
No additional fees are charged to post credits to the 
transcript. The student’s transcript and grade-point 
average reflect the grade earned on the exam. The 
procedure to take exams and request academic credit 
follows. 


Procedure for Exemption and Challenge Exams Given 
at the Testing Center 
A. Procedure for Exemption Exams 
1. Contact the appropriate academic depart- 
ment for exam procedure and content 
before going to the Testing Center. 

2. Go to the Testing Center (265 HGB) on 
one of the examination dates listed on 
page 11. 

. Pay the required fee at the Testing Center. 
If you are enrolled in the course when you 
pass its exemption exam, you must also 
complete an Add/Drop Card and drop the 
course. Students who drop the class after 
the add deadline (ten class days after a 
semester starts or six class days after a 
term starts) will receive a W on their 
transcript for dropping the course, and 
their progress report will reflect fulfillment 
of the GE requirement. If the exempted 
course is not officially dropped before the 
drop deadline, the grade given by the 
instructor based on class performance will 
appear on the transcript of grades.

Note: If you pass an exemption exam at the Testing 
Center, your progress report will be updated automati- 
cally at the end of the semester. Please retain your 
score report for your records. 


B. Procedure for Challenge Exams Given at the 
Testing Center 

1. Contact the appropriate academic depart- 
ment for exam procedure and content 
before going to the Testing Center. 

2. Go to the Testing Center (265 HGB) on one 
of the examination dates listed on page 11. 

3. Pay the required fee at the Testing Center. 

4. After the exam is graded, if you choose to 
receive graded credit, obtain a Challenge 
Examination Form at the Testing Center 
and have it validated there. To accept the 
grade and receive credit for the course, 
you must sign the Challenge Examination 
Form and obtain the signature of the 
examiner (at the Testing Center). The 
Testing Center sends the form to the 
Records Office, B-150 ASB, within one 
month from the date the exam is taken. 
Graded credit will be added to your official 
university transcript, and the progress 
report will show any GE requirement as 
fulfilled. (Students taking the Physical 
Science exam may take the grade or an 
exemption if their score is 75 percent or 
above. If their score is between 60 and 74 
percent, then they may receive graded 
credit.) 
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5. If you are enrolled in the course when you 
pass its challenge exam, you must also 
complete an Add/Drop Card and drop the 
course. Students who drop the class after 
the add deadline (ten class days after a 
semester starts or six class days after a 
term starts) will receive a W on their tran- 
script for dropping the course, and their 
progress report will reflect fulfillment of 
any GE requirement. If the course is not 
officially dropped before the drop dead- 
line, the grade given by the instructor 
based on class performance will appear on 
the transcript of grades. 


Procedure for Challenge Examinations Not Given at 
the Testing Center 
A. Whether or not you are enrolled in the course 
you are challenging: 

1. Complete the Challenge Examination Form 
available from the department. 

2. Arrange with the department to take the 
exam. 

3. Pay the required testing fee at Student 
Financial Services, D-155 ASB, and have 
the form validated there ($20 fee per 
course except for the language exams). 

4. Present the validated form to the depart- 
ment examiner. 

5. Have the grade and credit recorded on 
the form by the examiner and obtain the 
necessary departmental signatures. 

6. The department will submit the completed 
form to the Records Office, B-150 ASB, 
within one month from the date the exam 
is taken. 


B. If you are enrolled in the course when you pass 
its challenge exam, you must also complete an 
Add/Drop Card and drop the course. Students 
who drop the class after the drop deadline (ten 
class days after a semester starts or six class 
days after a term starts) will receive a W on 
their transcript for dropping the course, and 
their progress report will reflect fulfillment of the 
GE requirement. If the course is not officially 
dropped, the grade given by the instructor 
based on class performance will appear on the 
transcript of grades.

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How Do You Get Help with Specific 
Questions Concerning General Education? 


The essential information concerning general educa- 
tion is found in the current BYU Undergraduate 
Catalog. Additional, late-breaking information, plus 
advice about general education requirements can be 
obtained from your college advisement center. The 
eleven college advisement centers, together with the 
University Advisement Center, 2500 WSC, provide 
assistance with registration, graduation requirements, 
policies and procedures, fields of study, changes of 
major, and many other aspects of academic life. 

Computer terminals are available in the advise- 
ment centers and at other locations on campus to 
provide you with an up-to-date report of your aca- 
demic status. To assess your Advisement by 
Computer (ABC) Report, log into Route Y, select the 
AIM icon, then select the ABC Report link. This will 
generate a personalized report that includes a list of 
GE requirements you have completed. 


Major Education 


Brigham Young University students are expected to 
develop competence in at least one area of concentra- 
tion. Such competence is acquired through in-depth 
study in an area referred to as the major. Through the 
major requirements students encounter a rigorous, 
coherent, and progressively more sophisticated pro- 
gram of study. Such study is intrinsically valuable, 
and it prepares students to enter the world of work or 
to pursue further study. By the time they graduate, 
students should have a grasp of their discipline’s 
essential knowledge and skills and thus be able to 
compete in and contribute to the larger world outside 
the university. 

BYU offers approximately 150 undergraduate 
major programs. Most of these programs are centered 
in the more than 50 academic departments, but sev- 
eral interdisciplinary programs are also available. The 
complete list of these degrees is given in the BYU 
Undergraduate Catalog under the heading Alpha- 
betical List of Undergraduate Majors at BYU. Of the 
120 credit hours required as a minimum for the 
baccalaureate degree, the major program typically 
comprises between 40 and 60 credit hours, although 
some exceed 60 credit hours. Requirements for major 
programs are detailed under specific departments in 
the catalog. 

Students need not feel undue pressure to declare a 
major immediately upon entering the university, and 
they may wish to enroll in general education courses 
that can introduce them to possible areas for major 
study, However, some majors, including those in the 
natural sciences, engineering, music, and visual arts, 
are tightly structured. Efficient graduation from these 
programs requires students to undertake degree 
requirements during the first semester of their fresh- 
man year. Students who are considering these pro- 
grams are encouraged to begin them as soon as pos- 
sible. The academic departments and college advise- 
ment centers can provide advice about particular 
degree requirements and selecting a major.

Students planning to satisfy the Scientific Principles and Reasoning/Biological Science, /Physical Science 
requirements with the one-course options (e.g., Biol 100, PhyS 100) should also complete these, along with 
American Heritage, during their first two years, making some progress on them in their first year. Civilization cours- 
es are designed as sophomore-level courses, although some programs include them during the freshman year.

Participation in Honors 


The Honors Program provides an unusually rich and 
challenging experience for capable and motivated 
undergraduate students. Its purpose is to assist stu- 
dents as they establish lifelong patterns of learning 
and appreciation of the world’s great treasures of 
knowledge. An honors education is not merely a more 
intensive general education or a more strenuous pro- 
gram in a major. Rather, it provides students with the 
advantages of an enriched education in a small-class 
setting with excellent professors, while utilizing all of 
the advantages of a large university. Students who 
pursue an honors education at Brigham Young 
University take honors courses that meet university 
core requirements and participate in an intensive hon- 
ors thesis experience in their major. 

To graduate from BYU, students must meet not 
only the requirements of a major department but also 
the university core requirements in general education 
and religion. Most students complete the nonmajor 
requirements through courses in the general university 
curriculum. Because all students must complete core 
requirements, some required classes have high enroll- 
ments, and there is little opportunity for students to 
interact with the professors. The Honors Program 
invites capable and motivated students to satisfy uni- 
versity core requirements through honors as alterna- 
tives to the standard general and religious education 
programs. Honors courses have small enrollments 
(usually fewer than 30 students per class) and are 
focused on class discussion and writing. 

University Honors is a distinction awarded to all 
graduates of BYU who have met the honors require- 
ments as described below. This prestigious designa- 
tion is recorded on the university diploma, on the offi- 
cial transcript of grades, and in the graduation pro- 
gram. It is widely recognized as an indication of 
exceptional academic achievement. 

Although it is hoped that students will choose to 
complete all of the requirements for the University 
Honors designation, those who do not intend to do so 
are welcome to participate in the Honors Program to 
whatever extent they choose. All students are invited 
to consider honors as a way to achieve the quality 
academic experiences they seek. Students may 
register for honors courses at any time during their 
undergraduate years without necessarily intending to 
complete all the honors graduation requirements. 

Honors education is open to all students who 
choose to participate; there is no formal membership 
in the Honors Program. Students who intend to grad- 
uate with University Honors should complete a com-

mitment form that may be obtained from the Honors 
Advisement Center in 102A Maeser Building (MSRB). 


Facilities and Opportunities Available to 
Honors Students 


The Honors Program is housed in the historic Maeser 
Building on the southwest part of campus. This quiet 
corner of campus is surrounded by beautiful grounds 
and wooded areas. The building is named after Karl 
G. Maeser, the first principal of Brigham Young 
Academy (the school that later became Brigham 
Young University). A bronze statue of Karl G. Maeser 
stands at the building’s east entrance. The Maeser 
Building was constructed in 1911 and is the oldest 
building on the current campus. Its marble halls are 
richly decorated with oak and brass trim. The build- 
ing was restored in 1985 with modern electrical and 
ventilation systems but retains its historic architecture 
and decoration. 

Facilities for honors students in the Maeser 
Building include the Honors Reading Room in 150 
MSRB, with study tables and a small library of refer- 
ence works and classics; the Honors Student Lounge 
in 102 MSRB, where students can meet for informal 
discussions; an art gallery in the lower-floor hall; the 
Honors Advisement Center in 102A MSRB, where 
students receive counseling about their honors educa- 
tion; and the Martha Jane Knowlton Coray Lecture 
Hall in 321 MSRB, where classes, lectures, and 
musical concerts are held. 

Students who have committed to graduate with 
University Honors and are active participants in the 
Honors Program are eligible for reduced-rate or free 
admission to selected musical and theatrical perform- 
ances, some of which may include visiting performers 
of international renown. They also have priority regis- 
tration privileges for honors courses. The Honors 
Program sponsors lectures, concerts, symposia, and 
socials. The students can also participate in intercam- 
pus events with honors students from other universi- 
ties and colleges. Each week, on Thursdays at 11:00 
a.m. during fall and winter semesters, the Honors 
Program sponsors honors lectures featuring a religious 
or academic presentation by a professor or member of 
the community. Students are also invited to partici- 
pate in the Honors Student Advisory Council, a group 
of student representatives who assist in policy devel- 
opment, social activities, and academic functions of 
the Honors Program, 


Who Should Participate in Honors 


The characteristics that best define honors students 
are motivation and a strong desire to obtain the most 
from the educational experience that BYU has to 
offer. Honors students seek breadth in their education 
by taking honors courses outside their majors. They 


excel within their majors by learning how to conduct 
research and scholarly work within their chosen 
fields. They usually tend to work harder and spend 
more time on their course work than other students, 
not because their courses are more difficult but 
because they take courses that interest them. They 
attend concerts, plays, films, lectures, and art exhibi- 
tions, and they participate in informal discussions 
with their professors and fellow students. Because 
many of their classes are small and discussion- 
oriented, they are personally acquainted with their 
professors. They become well-rounded, literate, and 
humane scholars whose faith in the restored gospel is 
strong. Their thirst for knowledge lasts a lifetime. 
They are not necessarily those with the highest grade 
point averages or the highest standardized test 
scores, nor do all honors students have scholarships. 


Approximately 30 percent of the BYU student body 
participates in honors, and students benefit thereby 
from an enriched education. The Honors Program 
invites all BYU students who seek an enhanced edu- 
cational experience to take advantage of the many 
opportunities offered by the Honors Program. 


Overview of Requirements for Graduation 
with University Honors

To graduate with University 

Honors, a student must:

4, Complete the honors Advanced Languages 
requirement. 

5. Complete the honors service requirement. 

6. Complete the honors thesis requirement. 

7. Graduate with a cumulative grade point average of 
at least 3.5. 

8. Submit a graduation portfolio that summarizes the 
student's honors experiences. 


The requirements for graduation with University 
Honors complements both major and core education. 
The honors curriculum, Great Works, and Advanced 
Languages requirements enhance the university core 
components; the honors thesis requirement enhances 
the major education component,

Note: If a student is receiving university or federal financial aid, the student must also contact the Financial 
Aid Office, A-41 ASB, (801) 422-4104. Students on Probation are usually not eligible for financial aid. 


1. A student who is academically suspended from BYU will be dropped from all enrollment in day, evening, 
or extension classes (except Independent Study). 

2. A suspended student is denied enrollment in BYU day, evening, or extension classes (except Independent 
Study) for a minimum of twelve months. After twelve or more months out of BYU, the student may apply 
for readmission. If the student completes any college-level work while on Suspension, the student must 
receive an overall GPA of 3.0 or higher to be allowed readmission to BYU. The student should contact the 
Admissions Office, A-153 ASB, (801) 422-2507, for details and pertinent information about deadlines for 
consideration and expectations upon readmission. 

3. A student with extenuating circumstances who has appropriate support and justification may appeal the 
twelve-month period out of BYU through the Academic Standards Committee. The student should contact 

the Academic Support Office for assistance. No other appeals will be considered. 


A student who is academically dismissed may not enroll in day, evening, or extension classes (except 
Independent Study). After three years a student is automatically eligible to enroll in evening or extension 

classes. A student may seek an exemption to be readmitted as a degree-seeking student after two years by 
petitioning the Academic Standards Committee. 


Graduate Studies 


Brigham Young University offers doctoral and mas- 
ter’s degrees in a broad range of fields, as well as 
professional degrees in law and management. The 
doctoral degree requires you to demonstrate an 
impressive scholarly competence, which includes the 
ability to conduct and report significant research in a 
highly effective way. Advanced systematic study in a 
discipline is also essential, and it is followed by com- 
prehensive examinations that require you to integrate 
and understand the collective knowledge of your dis- 
cipline. An impeccably written dissertation resulting 
from independent research is scrutinized and tested 
in a concluding oral examination. The master’s degree 
also requires advanced course work, demonstrated 
mastery in vital aspects of a discipline, skill in 
research methodology and theory, and preparation for 
future creative work. Nearly all nonprofessional mas- 
ter’s programs at Brigham Young University require 
integrating examinations and a major culminating 
piece of written work—usually a thesis, sometimes a 
project—and an oral examination on that work. 
Professional programs also demand high-level per- 
formance of students, blending scholarly insight with 
technical knowledge and ski 


Admission to Graduate Study 


Application to graduate study is made through 
Graduate Studies, B-356 ASB, PO Box 21339. 
Applications can be submitted online at 

http://www. byu. edu/gradstudies/admissions/applica- 
tions/onlineapp.html. Applying online is strongly 
encouraged because it requires a shorter and more 
efficient processing time. Except in a small number of 
integrated programs, the bachelor’s degree is required 
before you may register in a graduate program. 
Admission to graduate study is determined by individ- 
ual departments, once standard university require- 
ments have been met. Applicants are admitted to 
study in specific programs, many of which are highly 
selective and admit only a limited number of students 
each year. If you are a prospective applicant, you 
should communicate your interest to the specific 
department(s) to which you wish to apply, and they 
will forward program and admission information to 
you. 


Advisement of Graduate Students 


Once admitted to a department graduate program, you 
are advised by particular faculty members and the 
department graduate coordinator rather than through 
college advisement centers. Direct general questions 
about university admissions, procedures, and gradua- 
tion to Graduate Studies, where program administrators 
work individually with students and departments in 
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admitting students and seeing them through their 
programs to graduation. Graduate students should read 
and regularly consult the current BYU Graduate Catalog 
for information about university policies and procedures 
as well as department programs. 


Degree Requirements 


University minimums require 54 credit hours for the 
doctoral degree and 30 credit hours for the master’s 
degree. A number of programs, particularly profes- 
sional programs, require more than those minimums. 
The highly individual nature of graduate work is 
reflected in the specialized programs offered by 
departments and the selection of courses appearing 
on each student’s program of study. Except in profes- 
sional programs, programs of study are tailored for 
individual students, and their progress through those 
courses is tracked by Graduate Studies. Students may 
access their progress report any time on the Web. 


Graduate Curriculum 


Graduate courses in the university are numbered in 
the five, six, and seven hundreds. Seniors with excep- 
tional ability may, on occasion, register for courses 
numbered in the 500 series but should be aware that 
such courses are taught at a graduate level, and 
expectations may exceed the undergraduate’s prepa- 
ration. Graduate courses generally require significant 
research and individual initiative. 


Registration Requirements 


Given the more intensive nature of graduate study, a 
normal semester registration is from 9 to 12 credit 
hours. Some programs limit students to a 6-hour reg- 
istration. It is the responsibility of each graduate stu- 
dent to understand and follow both the general uni- 
versity requirements for graduate work and the specif- 
ic department requirements for individual programs. 

U.S. graduate students must register for a mini- 
mum 6 semester hours per academic year and must 
be registered for a minimum 2 semester hours in the 
semester or term in which they are (a) admitted into 
a graduate program or (b) plan to graduate. No D, E, 
W, NS, or | grades; audits; or correspondence courses 
may count toward these totals or toward a graduate 
degree. 

Immigration regulations require international stu- 
dents to register for at least 9 semester hours each 
fall and winter semester until they have fewer than 9 
credit hours remaining to finish their programs. Then 
they must register for at least 2 semester hours and 
receive clearance from International Services, 1351 
WSC, PO Box 25520. 


Academic Standards 
Grade Point Average (GPA) Requirements 


Graduate students whose graduate program of study 
GPA falls below 3.0 (prerequisite and skill courses are 
exempted) will not be allowed to graduate and may 
be dismissed from their graduate programs. No 

D credit may apply toward a graduate degree. 


Annual Reviews of Graduate Students 


Departments are asked to make a formal evaluation 
of the performance of graduate students at least once 
a year; some evaluate more frequently. Each depart- 
ment establishes its own evaluation criteria and the 
standards it requires graduate students to meet, but 
generally evaluations are based on students’ total 
academic performance, their fulfillment of program 
requirements (program of study submitted, courses 
completed on schedule, prospectus approved by 
department, student advanced to candidacy), and 
their professional performance (including quality of 
teaching and research). 


Enrollment Verification 


Graduate students may request verification of their 
enrollment status as full-time or part-time students, 
for loans or for other purposes, from the Records 
Office, B-150 ASB, PO Box 21114, telephone (801) 
422-2631. Registration for a minimum 8.5 credit 
hours constitutes full-time enrollment in a semester, 
and 4.5 credit hours does so in a term. Registration 
for fewer hours constitutes part-time enrollment. 

Graduate students (master’s and doctoral students) 
who are enrolled for at least 2 hours per semester or 
1 hour per term, and who can be certified by their 
department as being engaged full-time in pursuit of 
their degrees, can petition for graduate full-time 
status. Requests for such an exception should be 
directed to Graduate Studies. 


Campus Privileges 
for Graduate Students 


Graduate students who are registered for at least 

2 hours per semester or 1 hour per term receive a 
university (ID) activity card and are eligible for all on- 
campus privileges afforded students who are regis- 
tered full-time, i.e., on-campus employment, student 
housing, student insurance, intramurals, use of physi- 
cal education fa es, graduate parking permits, and 
discount admission to sporting and cultural events. 


Changing Degree Levels 


With department approval, students may change from 
one degree level to another within a department and 
without interruption of enrollment. Request the change 
by submitting to Graduate Studies a Request to Change 
Degree Level (Form 1c), paying the application fee, and 
following the instructions on the back of the form. After 
receiving a department’s recommendation to approve 
or deny the request, Graduate Studies will officially 
notify you. 


Changing Departments 


To change departments, a student must submit 
another complete application, including another 
application fee, by the required deadline for the 
new program. 


Discontinuance from BYU 


Graduate students who wish to withdraw from the 
university must initiate that process at the 
Discontinuance Office, B-150 ASB, (801) 422-7705. 


Termination of Graduate Status 


Termination of graduate status may result if a 
student: 


1. Fails to fulfill the university’s minimum 
registration requirement. 

2. Fails to meet the degree time limit. 

3. Makes a request to withdraw (with the intent to 
pursue a degree at another university, for per- 
sonal reasons, or in response to department 
recommendation). 

4, Receives a Marginal or Unsatisfactory rating in a 
periodic review by the academic department and 
is unable or unwilling to comply with conditions 
for continuance outlined by the department. 

5. Fails to make what the department or the uni- 
versity deems to be satisfactory progress toward 
a graduate degree. 

6. Fails the departmental comprehensive 
examination. 

7. Fails the final oral examination (defense of 
dissertation, thesis, or project). 

8. Violates the university’s Honor Code. 
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Church Educational System 


Honor Code 


Brigham Young University, Brigham Young 
University—Hawaii, Brigham Young University— 
Idaho, and LDS Business College exist to provide an 
education in an atmosphere consistent with the ideals 
and principles of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. That atmosphere is created and pre- 
served through commitment to conduct that reflects 
those ideals and principles. Members of the faculty, 
administration, staff, and student body at BYU, 
BYU—H, BYU—I, and LDSBC are selected and 
retained from among those who voluntarily live the 
principles of the gospel of Jesus Christ. Observance of 
such is a specific condition of employment and 
admission. Those individuals who are not members of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are 
also expected to maintain the same standards of con- 
duct, except church attendance. All who represent 
BYU, BYU—H, BYU—I, and LDSBC are to maintain 
the highest standards of honor, integrity, morality, and 
consideration of others in personal behavior. By 
accepting appointment on the faculty, continuing in 
employment, or continuing class enrollment, individu- 
als evidence their commitment to observe the Honor 
Code standards approved by the Board of Trustees “at 
all times and. . . in all places” (Mosiah 18:9), 


Honor Code Statement 


We believe in being honest, true, chaste, benevo- 
lent, virtuous, and in doing good to all men. ... If 
there is anything virtuous, lovely, or of good report or 
praiseworthy, we seek after these things. 
—THIRTEENTH ARTICLE OF FAITH 


As a matter of personal commitment, students, 
faculty, and staff of Brigham Young University, 
Brigham Young University—Hawaii, Brigham Young 
University—Idaho, and LDS Business College seek to 
demonstrate in daily living on and off campus those 
moral virtues encompassed in the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and will 


Be honest 
Live a chaste and virtuous life 
Obey the law and all campus policies 
Use clean language 
Respect others 
Abstain from alcoholic beverages, tobacco, 
tea, coffee, and substance abuse 
Participate regularly in church services 
Observe the Dress and Grooming Standards 
Encourage others in their commitment 
to comply with the BYU Honor Code. 


Specific policies embodied in the Honor Code include 
(1) the Academic Honesty Policy, (2) the Dress and 


Grooming Standards, (3) the Residential Living 
Standards, and (4) the Continuing Student 
Ecclesiastical Endorsement. (Refer to institutional 
policies for more detailed information.) 


Academic Honesty Policy 


The first injunction of the BYU Honor Code is the call 
to “be honest.” Students come to the university not 
only to improve their minds, gain knowledge, and 
develop skills that will assist them in their life’s work, 
but also to build character. “President David O. 
McKay taught that character is the highest aim of 
education” (The Aims of a BYU Education, p. 6). It is 
the purpose of the BYU Academic Honesty Policy to 
assist in fulfilling that aim. 

BYU students should seek to be totally honest in 
their dealings with others. They should complete their 
own work and be evaluated based upon that work. 
They should avoid academic dishonesty and miscon- 
duct in all its forms, including but not limited to the 
following: plagiarism, fabrication or falsification, 
cheating, and other academic misconduct. 


Plagiarism 


Intentional plagiarism is a form of intellectual theft 
that violates widely recognized principles of academic 
integrity as well as the Honor Code. Such plagiarism 
may subject the student to appropriate disciplinary 
action administered through the university Honor 
Code Office, in addition to academic sanctions that 
may be applied by an instructor. Inadvertent plagia- 
rism, although not in violation of the Honor Code, is 
nevertheless a form of intellectual carelessness that is 
unacceptable in the academic community. Plagiarism 
of any kind is completely contrary to the established 
practices of higher education, where all members of 
the university are expected to acknowledge the origi- 
nal intellectual work of others that is included in 
one’s own work. In some cases, plagiarism may also 
involve violations of copyright law. 


Intentional Plagiarism 


Intentional plagiarism is the deliberate act of repre- 
senting the words, ideas, or data of another as one’s 
own without providing proper attribution to the author 
through quotation, reference, or footnote. 


Inadvertent Plagiarism 


Inadvertent plagiarism involves the inappropriate, but 
nondeliberate, use of another's words, ideas, or data 
without proper attribution. Inadvertent plagiarism usu- 
ally results from an ignorant failure to follow estab- 
lished rules for documenting sources or from simply 
being insufficiently careful in research and writing. 
Although not a violation of the Honor Code, inadver- 
tent plagiarism is a form of academic misconduct for 


which an instructor can impose appropriate academic 
sanctions. Students who are in doubt as to whether 
they are providing proper attribution have the respon- 
sibility to consult with their instructor and obtain 
guidance. 


Examples of Plagiarism 


Direct Plagiarism—tThe verbatim copying of an 
original source without acknowledging the source. 


Paraphrased Plagiarism—the paraphrasing, without 
acknowledgment, of ideas from another that the read- 
er might mistake for your own. 


Plagiarism Mosaic—The borrowing of words, ideas, 
or data from an original source and blending this orig- 
inal material with one’s own without acknowledging 
the source. 


Insufficient Acknowledgment—The partial or incom- 
plete attribution of words, ideas, or data from an 
original source. 


Plagiarism may occur with respect to unpublished as 
well as published material. Acts of copying another 
student’s work and submitting it as one’s own individ- 
ual work without proper attribution is a serious form 
of plagiarism. 


Fabrication or Falsification 


Fabrication or falsification is a form of dishonesty 
where a student invents or distorts the origin or 
content of information used as authority. Examples 
include 


1. Citing a source that does not exist. 

2. Attributing ideas and information to a source 
that are not included in the source. 

3. Citing a source for a proposition that it does not 
support. 

4. Citing a source in a bibliography when the 
source was neither consulted nor cited in the 
body of the paper. 

5. Intentionally distorting the meaning or applica- 
bility of data. 

6. Inventing data or statistical results to support 
conclusions. 


Cheating 


Cheating is a form of dishonesty where a student 
attempts to give the appearance of a level of knowl- 
edge or skill that the student has not obtained. 
Examples include 


1. Copying from another person's work during an 
examination or while completing an assignment. 

2. Allowing someone to copy from you during an 
examination or while completing an assignment. 

3. Using unauthorized materials during an exami- 
nation or while completing an assignment. 
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4 Collaborating on an examination or assignment 
without authorization. 

5. Taking an examination or completing an assign- 
ment for another, or permitting another to take 
an examination or to complete an assignment for 
you. 


Other Academic Misconduct 


Academic misconduct includes other academically 
dishonest, deceitful, or other inappropriate acts that 
are intentionally committed. Examples of such acts 
include but are not limited to 


1. Inappropriately providing or receiving information 
or academic works so as to gain unfair advan- 
tage over others. 

2. Planning with another to commit any act of 
academic dishonesty. 

3. Attempting to gain an unfair academic advan- 
tage for oneself or another by bribery or by any 
act of offering, giving, receiving, or soliciting 
anything of value to another for such purpose. 

4. Changing or altering grades or other official 
educational records. 

5. Obtaining or providing to another an unadminis- 
tered test or answers to an unadministered test. 

6. Breaking and entering into a building or office 
for the purpose of obtaining an unauthorized 
test. 

7. Continuing work on an examination or assign- 
ment after the allocated time has elapsed. 

8. Submitting the same work for more than one 
class without disclosure and approval. 


Procedures for Handling 
Incidents of Academic Dishonesty 
or Other Academic Misconduct 


Faculty are responsible to establish and communicate 
to students their expectations of behavior with respect 
to academic honesty and the student's conduct in the 
course. Responsible instructors will investigate these 
incidents, determine the facts, and take appropriate 
action. Finally, the instructor should notify the Honor 
Code Office of the final disposition of the incident as 
a means of encouraging appropriate behavior change 
and discouraging repeat violations. If the incident of 
academic dishonesty involves the violation of a public 
law, e.g., breaking and entering into an office or steal- 
ing an examination, the act should also be reported to 
University Police. If an affected student disagrees with 
the determination or action and is unable to resolve 
the matter to the mutual satisfaction of the student 
and the instructor, the student may have the matter 
reviewed through the university's grievance process 
(Student Academic Grievance Procedure). 


Applicable Actions for Academic 
Dishonesty 


A wide range of possible actions exists for cases of 
academic dishonesty. Instructors should take actions 
that are fair and equitable under the circumstances 
and should attempt to reach an understanding with 
the affected student on the imposition of an appropri- 
ate action. In some cases, the department, the 
college, or the university may also take actions 
independent of the instructor. Examples of possible 
actions include but are not limited to the following: 


For instructors, programs, departments, and colleges: 


* Reprimanding the student orally or in writing. 

¢ Requiring work affected by the academic 
dishonesty to be redone. 

¢ Administering a lower or failing grade on the 
affected assignment, test, or course. 

* Removing the student from the course. 

* Recommending probation, suspension, or dismissal. 


For the university: 


The university may elect to place an affected student 
on probation or to suspend or dismiss the student, 
and to place a temporary or permanent notation on 
the student's permanent academic transcript that he 
or she was suspended or dismissed due to academic 
misconduct. 

The university may report an incident of academic 
misconduct to appropriate law enforcement officials 
and may prosecute an affected student if the act in 
question involves the commission of a crime (e.g., 
breaking into an office or building, stealing an 
examination, etc.). 


Honor Code Office Involvement 


The Honor Code Office will maintain a record of all 
violations of the Academic Honesty Policy reported to 
it by the faculty. If the occurrence is sufficiently egre- 
gious or if a pattern of dishonesty or misconduct is 
discovered, the Honor Code Office may take addition- 
al action on behalf of the university based upon the 
nature of the infraction(s). The Honor Code Office, in 
consultation with the involved academic personnel, 
including the associate academic vice president over 
undergraduate studies, may determine to place a 
student on probation or to recommend that a student 
be suspended or dismissed for academic dishonesty 
and other forms of academic misconduct. 


Shared Responsibility Policy Statement 


Students are responsible not only to adhere to the 
Honor Code requirement to be honest but also to 
assist other students in fulfilling their commitment to 
be honest. 
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Faculty Academic Integrity 


The substantive standards of academic honesty stated 
in this policy apply a fortiori to faculty. Indeed, all 
members of the BYU community are expected to act 
according to the highest principles of academic 
integrity.

Dress and Grooming Standards 


The dress and grooming of both men and women 
should always be modest, neat, and clean, consistent 
with the dignity adherent to representing The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and any of its 
institutions of higher education. 

Modesty and cleanliness are important values that 
reflect personal dignity and integrity, through which 
students, staff, and faculty represent the principles 
and standards of the Church. Members of the BYU 
community commit themselves to observe the follow- 
ing standards, which reflect the direction of the BYU 
Board of Trustees and the Church publication For the 
Strength of Youth. (These guiding principles apply at 
all CES institutions of higher education. The applica- 
tion of these principles may vary slightly at the vari- 
ous institutions in accordance with local conditions 
and circumstances. [See separate institutional policies 
for more specific details on dress and grooming 


standards.]) The BYU Dress and Grooming Standards 
are as follows: 

Men. A clean and well-cared-for appearance 
should be maintained. Clothing is inappropriate when 
it is sleeveless, revealing, or form fitting. Shorts must 
be knee-length or longer. Hairstyles should be clean 
and neat, avoiding extreme styles or colors, and 
trimmed above the collar, leaving the ear uncovered, 
Sideburns should not extend below the earlobe or 
onto the cheek. If worn, moustaches should be neatly 
trimmed and may not extend beyond or below the 
corners of the mouth. Men are expected to be clean- 
shaven; beards are not acceptable. Earrings and other 
body piercing are not acceptable. Shoes should be 
worn in all public campus areas. 

Women. A clean and well-cared-for appearance 
should be maintained. Clothing is inappropriate when 
it is sleeveless, strapless, backless, or revealing; has 
slits above the knee; or is form fitting. Dresses, skirts, 
and shorts must be knee-length or longer. Hairstyles 
should be clean and neat, avoiding extremes in styles 
or colors. Excessive ear piercing (more than one per 
ear) and all other body piercing are not acceptable. 
Shoes should be worn in all public campus areas. 


Residential Living Standards 


As stated in its Code of Honor, Brigham Young 
University is committed to providing a learning atmos- 
phere consistent with the principles of the Church. 
The university is likewise committed to creating such 
an atmosphere for students residing on and off cam- 
pus. To achieve this, BYU has established living stan- 
dards to help students learn some of the high ideals 
and principles of behavior expected at Brigham Young 
University. The university requires all students to 
adhere to the following applicable standards; 


On-Campus Visiting Hours 


Deseret Towers and Helaman Halls 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in the 
lobbies but not in the bedroom area, except during an 
established open house or home evening time, at 
which times room doors must remain open. Lobby 
visiting hours begin after 8:00 a.m. and extend until 
12:00 midnight, Monday through Thursday and 
Saturday. On Friday night, lobby visiting hours extend 
until 1:30 a.m. Sunday visiting hours begin after 
noon and extend until midnight. 


Heritage Halls 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in the lob- 
bies and apartment kitchens but not in bedrooms or 
bathrooms. Lobby visiting hours are from 8:00 a.m. 
to 12:00 midnight, Saturday through Thursday, and 
extend until 1:30 a.m. on Fridays. Apartment visiting 
hours are from 10:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m. Sunday 
through Thursday and extend until 12:00 midnight 
on Friday and Saturday. 


Off-Campus Visiting Hours 

Visitors of the opposite sex are permitted in living 
rooms and kitchens but not in the bedrooms in off- 
campus living units. The use of the bathroom area by 
members of the opposite sex is not appropriate unless 
emergency or civility dictate otherwise—and then only 
if the safety, privacy, and sensitivity of other residents 
are not jeopardized. Visiting hours may begin at 9:00 
a.m. and may extend until 12:00 midnight. Friday 
night visiting hours may extend until 1:30 a.m. 
Landlords may establish a shorter visiting period if 
proper notice is given to residents. This policy applies 
to all housing units occupied by single students. 


Conduct 

All students shall be required to conduct themselves in 
a manner consistent with the principles of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and the BYU 
Honor Code. Furthermore, all students are required to 
abstain from possessing, serving, or consuming alco- 
holic beverages, tobacco, tea, coffee, or harmful drugs. 
Involvement with gambling; pornographic, erotic, or 
indecent material; disorderly, obscene, or indecent 
conduct or expressions; or with other offensive materi- 
als, expressions, or conduct or disruption of the peace 
that, in the sole discretion and judgment of the univer- 
sity, is inconsistent with the principles of the Church 
and the BYU Honor Code is not permitted in student 
housing. All guests of students must comply with the 
Residential Living Standards while on the premises of 
university-approved housing. All students are required 
to know the dress and grooming standards and abide 
by them. 


Continuing Student Ecclesiastical 
Endorsement 


All enrolled continuing undergraduate, graduate, intern, 
and study abroad students are required to obtain a 
Continuing Student Ecclesiastical Endorsement for each 
new academic year. Students must have their endorse- 
ments completed, submitted, and processed by the 
Honor Code Office before they can register for fall 
semester or any semester thereafter. Priority registration 
for the following fall semester can begin in early Apri 
To avoid registration delays, students should complete 
and submit their endorsements to the Honor Code 
Office by March 15. Those applying to BYU should 
use the new student Admissions Application Part 3 
endorsement. 

LDS students may be endorsed only by the bishop 
of the ward (1) in which they live and (2) that holds 
their current Church membership record. 

Non-LDS students are to be endorsed by (1) the 
local ecclesiastical leader if the student is an active 
member of the congregation, (2) the bishop of the 
LDS ward in which they currently reside, or (3) the 
nondenominational BYU chaplain. 
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Honor Code Requirements 


Whether on or off campus or between semesters, all 
students are expected to abide by the Honor Code, 
which includes: the Academic Honesty Policy, the 
Dress and Grooming Standards, and the Residential 
Living Standards. Students are required to be in good 
Honor Code standing to graduate and receive their 
diploma. 

LDS students must fulfill their duty in The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, attend Church 
meetings, and abide by the rules and standards of the 
Church on and off campus. 

Students who are not members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are also expected to 
maintain the same standard of conduct. They are 
encouraged to participate in services of their preferred 
religion. 


Withdrawn Ecclesiastical Endorsement 


A student's endorsement may be withdrawn at any 
time if the ecclesiastical leader determines that the 
student is no longer eligible for the endorsement. If 
an endorsement is withdrawn, the ecclesiastical 
leader informs the Honor Code Office, which then 
facilitates notification to both the student and the uni- 
versity. No confidential information is provided to the 
Honor Code Office. 

Students without endorsements must discontinue 
enrollment. Excommunication, disfellowshipment, or 
disaffiliation from The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints results in the withdrawal of the stu- 
dent's endorsement. The decision to withdraw an 
endorsement may be reviewed or appealed through 
appropriate ecclesiastical leaders (i.e., through the 
bishop, the stake president, and the designated Area 
Authority for BYU). 

A student whose endorsement has been withdrawn 
and who had completed the above ecclesiastical 
appeal process may request a university review, which 
is initiated through the Honor Code Office. Students 
may not be enrolled or attend without an ecclesiastical 
endorsement except in very rare and unusual circum- 
stances as determined by the university. 


How Forms Are Obtained 


Students are responsible for obtaining their own 
Continuing Student Ecclesiastical Endorsement Forms. 
Forms are available at campus information desks, at 
college advisement centers, from bishops of BYU 
wards, from the Honor Code Office in 4440 WSC, or 
online at www. byu.edu/honorcode/

Nondiscrimination Statement 


Admission to Brigham Young University is nondiscrim- 
inatory.

University Accessibility Center 


The purpose of this office is to assure that students 
with disabilities are provided access to university 
programs and information.

Access to Education Records: FERPA 


The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 
1974 (FERPA) controls access to student education 
records. Brigham Young University will make a rea- 
sonable effort to extend to eligible students and their 
parents the rights granted by the act. On presentation 
of appropriate identification and under circumstances 
that prevent alteration or mutilation of records, a 
student will be able to inspect all education records 
not considered by the university to be held under a 
pledge of confidentiality or considered to be private 
records of university personnel. Those with legitimate 
access to the records will be charged a reasonable fee 
for copies. 

A student is entitled to an explanation of any record- 
ed data and may initiate action pursuant to university 
policy through the Exception to University Policy 
Committee, if necessary, to correct or expunge informa- 
tion he or she considers inaccurate or misleading. 

Faculty and administrative officers who have a 
legitimate need to use a student's education records 


will be allowed access to such records as needed 
without prior permission from the student. A request 
from an educational institution to which a student 
has applied for admission or from a lending institution 
from which a student is seeking financial aid will be 
granted without a student’s permission. In addition, 
statistical data may be furnished to university accred- 
iting bodies and governmental officials without a 
student’s permission. 

No personally identifiable information contained in 
a student’s educational records, other than directory 
information, will be given to any third party, except as 
authorized by the act, without the student's written 
consent, and then only those records that are accessi- 
ble to the student. The term third party is construed 
to include parents, spouse, employers, government 
agencies, or any other people or organizations. 
Parents or guardians may have access to grade 
reports and other reports of a student’s activity if they 
establish to the satisfaction of the university that the 
student is dependent, for income tax purposes, on the 
parents or guardians for their support. 

Court orders and subpoenas for records will be 
referred to the university's legal counsel and acted on 
according to the counsel’s directions. The university 
will make a reasonable attempt to notify the student 
when nondirectory information is released in response 
to subpoenas or court orders. 

Any eligible student or parent who believes that 
BYU has violated FERPA may file a complaint with 
the Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act Office, 
Department of Education, Washington, D.C. 

Directory information (i.e., information contained 
in the educational record of a student that would not 
generally be considered harmful or an invasion of pri- 
vacy if disclosed) will be released to news media and 
to others on request. Directory information includes 
the following:

Religious affiliation to a student’s local church or 
congregation 


Students have the right, however, to refuse to permit 
the designation or disclosure of the above directory 
information. In that case, this information will not be 
disclosed except with the consent of the student or as 
otherwise allowed by FERPA. Any student wishing to 
restrict the release of directory information must file a 
written notification with the Registrar’s Office, B-150 
ASB, PO Box 21114, on or before the tenth day of a 
semester or the sixth day of a term. Forms for this pur- 
pose will be made available at that office upon request. 


Student Classification for 
Undergraduates 


At the beginning of each semester, undergraduate 
students are classified for that semester as follows: 
0-29.9 Freshman 
30-59.9 Sophomore 
60-89.9 Junior 
90 and over Senior 


Engineering students having more than 120 semester 
hours are classified as fifth-year professional students. 


Class Attendance Policy 


You are expected to attend classes for which you are 
registered. Each class instructor may determine the 
relationship of class attendance to the final grade for 
the course. Officially excused absences are required 
only when you are away representing the university 
on official business. All officially excused absences 
must be approved through the dean of students. 

Faculty should tell you what relationship atten- 
dance has to your final grade for the course, but you 
must take the responsibility for your actions. It is not 
necessary for the instructor to report absences to the 
office of the dean of students unless he or she has 
knowledge of an accident or illness that is causing 
the absence. Notification to teachers of emergency 
absences (death in the family, serious illness, etc.) is 
your responsibility. 


Repeating Classes 


To have a previously completed course marked 
repeated, the new course must be equal or greater in 
credit hours. 

When a class has been repeated, the credit used 
in computing the grade point average is the grade 
and credit hours earned the last time the repeated 
class was taken. 


You may repeat classes in the following ways: 


1. Repeat Brigham Young University courses at 
Brigham Young University (except for R-suffix 
courses—see Abbreviations and Symbols in the 
Using This Catalog section of the current BYU 
Undergraduate Catalog). 

2. Repeat at Brigham Young University courses 
initially taken at another university. (A statement 
of equivalency must be supplied by the appro- 
priate BYU department chair.) 

3. Repeat at another institution courses taken there 
and have the credit transferred to Brigham 
Young University. 


Note: A course repeated at an institution other than 
the one at which it was taken originally and other 
than at BYU will not be counted as a repeat. 


The | (Incomplete) Grade 


The letter grade | (Incomplete) is given on a contrac- 
tual basis with the instructor to students who are 
unable to complete the work in the prescribed period 
of time. An incomplete grade may be given for 
nonacademic extenuating circumstances (serious ill 
ness, personal injury, death in the immediate family, 
etc.) that may arise after the nonacademic emergency 
deadline (the twelth week of a semester or the sixth 
week of a term). To be eligible for an incomplete, the 
student must have attended up until the nonacademic 
emergency deadline and be passing the class. If 
extenuating circumstances arise before the twelfth 
week of a semester or the sixth week of a term, the 
student should discontinue or petition through the 
Registration Office to be officially withdrawn from the 
class(es). The Incomplete Grade Contract must be 
completed and signed by the instructor and the $10 
fee paid before submission of the official grade roll at 
the end of the semester. A copy of the Incomplete 
Grade Contract must be submitted to the Records 
Office by the grade submission deadline. A grade of E 
will be posted until a valid Incomplete Grade Contract 
is submitted to the Records Office. 

Class attendance in a subsequent semester or 
reregistration is not permitted to make up the incom- 
plete. In some special instances, such as a lab class, 
attendance may be required for the portion of the 
class or lab section missed. Once the work has been 
completed, the instructor should complete the portion 
of the Incomplete Grade Contract, showing the grade 
earned, and submit the form to the Records Office 
(B-150 ASB). 

The instructor may designate the specific length of 
time the student has to complete the course require- 
ments (not to exceed one year). If the work is not 
completed and the new grade submitted by the 
instructor within the agreed upon deadline, the | 
grade will be changed to an IE (the IE grade is con- 
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sidered and calculated as a failing grade). (Petitions 
for an exception to this policy may be obtained from 
the Petitions Office, B-150 ASB.) 


Changing College or Major 


Undergraduate students who desire to transfer from 
one major to another, or from one college to another, 
should go to the advisement center of their new 
major, fill out a Change of Major Form, and have it 
signed. Graduate students who want to change 
departments or degree levels should check with 
Graduate Studies for information and necessary 
forms. 


Discontinuance from BYU 


A daytime student is not officially withdrawn from 
the university unless the student has completed the 
discontinuance process in the Discontinuance Office, 
B-150 ASB. The discontinuance deadline, May 31 for 
spring term and July 26 for summer term, is the last 
day a student can discontinue. (See the University 
Calendar on page 6 for additional discontinuance 
deadlines.) 

If you find it necessary to withdraw from all your 
classes, you must do the following: 


1. Complete discontinuance forms available from 
the Discontinuance Office, B-150 ASB, 
telephone (801) 422-7705. 

2. Obtain instructor and clearance signatures if 
necessary. Beginning the sixth week of the 
semester or the third week of the term, you 
become responsible for class grades. Signatures 
must be obtained from the individual instructors, 
who indicate your academic status. 

3. Submit completed forms and sign out with a 
member of the Discontinuance Office staff. 

4. See the Tuition and Fees section for discontinu- 
ance refund information. 


When you have discontinued, your student ID will be 
electronically voided. 

Students enrolled through the Evening Classes 
Office should discontinue in that office, 122 HCEB. 
Law School students must initiate their discontinu- 
ance through the office of the Law School dean, 
348 JRCB. 

Students who leave the university under emer- 
gency conditions and do not return still have the 
responsibility to discontinue before the deadline. 
Initiate official termination by contacting the 
Discontinuance Office as soon as possible. 

Continuing BYU students who interrupt their 
studies for one semester (fall or winter) only or who 
serve an LDS mission may request an admission 
deferment during their absence from the university. 
Telephone the Admissions Office, (801) 422-2507, 
for more information. Other students who interrupt 


their studies should contact the Admissions Office for 
the appropriate reapplication materials. 


University Devotionals, 
Firesides, and Forums 


University devotionals and forums, held throughout 
the year on Tuesdays at 11:05 a.m., form an inspira- 
tional and integrative part of the university experi- 
ence. These assemblies are occasions to celebrate the 
shared sense of values and community in the univer- 
sity. Participation in these gatherings will renew spiri- 
tual commitment and extend knowledge of significant 
religious, intellectual, and cultural matters. 

Devotional speakers, selected from the General 
Authorities and other leaders of the Church and 
university, come to teach the gospel and affirm the 
spiritual dimension of the university experience for 
students, faculty, and staff. An additional opportunity 
is provided by regular Church Educational System 
firesides, usually held on the first Sunday of the 
month. 

Forum speakers are noted authorities in the arts, 
sciences, humanities, media, and government. They 
are chosen for their contributions to their field and 
their ability to communicate their insights. 
Participation in these assemblies (and in the discus- 
sion sessions that may accompany them) prompts 
inquiry into and understanding of significant intellec- 
tual, cultural, and social issues. 

Most campus offices and services are closed 
during university assemblies so that members of the 
university community may participate. 
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Final Examination Policy and Schedule—Spring Term 2006 


Final examinations will be given at the times shown in the schedule. Examinations are not given early. The exami- 
nation period is preceded by reading days, which give time for conscientious review, study, and synthesis of the 
term's work. The reading and the examination periods are firmly scheduled parts of the term; you must not make 
plans that interfere with these important academic activities. If illness or other uncontrollable circumstances pre- 
vent you from taking an examination at the scheduled time, you are responsible to inform the class instructor as 
soon as possible. Your instructor may give the grade /ncomplete, depending on the circumstances. The incomplete 
cannot be given unless you and your instructor together prepare a contractual agreement. In cases where you have 
conflicting examinations or more than three examinations in one day, individual arrangements for alternative test 
times may be made by the instructor. 

Examinations will be held Wednesday and Thursday, June 21 and 22, with a reading day on Tuesday, June 20. 
Therefore, Monday, June 19, 2006, will be the last day of instruction. 


Note to faculty: If an exam hour conflict arises for day classes, please contact the Academic Scheduling Office, 
B-150 ASB, telephone (801) 422-6557. For evening classes, contact the Evening Classes Office, 123 HCEB, 
telephone (801) 378-6258. 


Final exams for day and evening classes beginning at 5:00 p.m. or later will be conducted on the last class 
period as follows: Tuesday, June 13; Wednesday, June 14; Thursday, June 15; Friday, June 16; and Monday, 
June 19. 

If a class begins after the hour or is scheduled for more than fifty minutes per class period, the final exam 
period is determined by the beginning hour. For example, a class held from 8:35 to 9:50 must use the 8:00 
exam period. A class held from 4:45 to 7:15 must use the 4:00 exam period. No exceptions to this policy will be 
granted unless approved in writing by the department chair. 

Salt Lake Center classes will meet at the regular class times during reading and final exam days. Final exams 
for Salt Lake Center classes are conducted during the regular scheduled class time during finals. Should a conflict 
arise between the schedules of a day class final exam and a Salt Lake Center exam, priority rests with the day 
class.

If illness or other uncontrollable circumstances pre- 
vent you from taking an examination at the scheduled time, you are responsible to inform the class instructor as 
soon as possible. Your instructor may give the grade /ncomplete, depending on the circumstances. The incomplete 
cannot be given unless you and your instructor together prepare a contractual agreement. In cases where you have 
conflicting examinations or more than three examinations in one day, individual arrangements for alternative test 
times may be made by the instructor. 

Examinations will be held Wednesday and Thursday, August 16 and 17, with a reading day on Tuesday, 
August 15. Therefore, Monday, August 14, 2006, will be the last day of instruction.
